MR. GLADSTONE. 

& CONFERENCE TO CONCERT ELECTORAL 
PLANS—HOME RULE DENOUNCED — 
CYPRUS CEDED TO ENGLAND. 

Lonpon, June 1.—The inaugural confer- 
gnce of the Radical Union was opened to-day at 
Birmingham by Mr. Joseph Chamberlain. Lord 
Hartington, in a letter to the conference, said 
the doubt and confusion surrounding the home 
rule question were still unremoved. The Liberals 
professed to be ready to accept modifications of 
their original bill granting Ireland home rule, 
but they made no practical suggestion as to 
what would satisfy them. The action of the 
Gladstone Liberals, declared Lord Hartington, 
had caused an indefinite postponement of the 
settlement of the Irish question. The alliance 
of the Gladstonians with the Parnellites had 

_Gaily weakened Parliamentary authority. 

Mr. Chamberlain, in an address, referred to 
the course adopted by Mr. Trevelyan on the 
Trish question, ard said he regretted that Mr. 
Trevelyan had doffed his armor when the fight 
Was the hottest. The Liberal Unionists, he con- 
tinued, had been taunted upon their alliance 
With the Tories. There was satisfaction, how- 
ever, in knowing that their allies were English 
gentlemen and not subsidized agents of a foreign 
ronspiracy. The time seemed to be approach- 
ing when the formation of a new patty would be 
found necessary. 

A resolution was passed in fayor of the largest 

; ssible extension of local government to Ire- 
and, subject to the supremacy of the Imperial 
arliament and the protection of the Protestant 

wninority. 

The conference was attended by 2,000 dele- 
fetes, representing all parts of Great Britain. 
The tone of the speeches was bitterly anti-Glad- 
Btonian. It was the first representative Union- 
ist meeting where irreconcilable hostility to the 
Gladstonians has been the rallying ery. Mr. 
Chamberlain declared his belief that conoilia- 
tion would be mere deception. Lord Harting- 
ton’s letter described the Gladstonians as ab- 
sorbed in the Parnellites, their only object being 
to retain at any cost the support of the Parnell- 
ites by their policy of following unreservedly 
the leadership and adopting the Parliamentary 
methods of their Irish allies. 

After the first sitting the delegates met in sec- 
tions to discuss plans for electoral organization. 
& new electoral committee will be appointed for 
London. A large amount of money is already 
promised for expenses. Rumors were current 
at the conference that the Government would 
introduce, probably during the Autumn session, 
R broad Local Government bill including Ire- 
pene: and that the Government might dissolve 

arliament over this measure. The same report 
in the Conservative clubs is hastening prepara- 
tions for an electoral reorganization. 

A mass meeting of Unionists was held to-night 
in the Birmingham Town Hall. A letter was 
read from Mr. John Bright. It was a long and 
fierce denunciation of the Gladstonian policy, 
Which in Great Britain, he says, is rejected by 2 
Waajority of two toone. The letter continues: 
* Mr, Gladstone, having turned his own coat, is 
impatient at the Liberals for refusing to do 
likewise. History never before presented such

THE AFFAIRS OF GERMANY. 
PROTEST AGAINST A RUSSIAN UKASE— 
TREASON AT STRASBURG. 


BERLIN, June 1.—Negotiations are pro- 
ceeding between Germany and Austria regard- 
ing the Russian ukase prohibiting aliens from 
holding land in Russia. It is probable that a 
concerted representation will be made to the 
Russian Government that the ukase interferes 
with proprietary rights of German and Austrian 
subjects. 

An arrangement has been concluded with 
France for uniform customs duties in German 
and French possessions on the African slave 


coast. The duty on gunpowder per 100 pounds, 
English, will be 2s. 6d., on rifles 6d. each, and 
on spirits 3d. to 6d. per gallon, according to al- 
coholic strength. Beyond these duties mo tran- 
sit or internal customs will be levied. Goods on 
which duty has been paidin the territory of one 
nation may be imported into the other free of 
duty. The arrangement goes into effect on 
Aug, 1, and will last two years. 

The Boerse was active and strong to-day under 
the formation of the French Ministry. inter- 
national securities were up %3 per cent., and 
Austrian credit 2 marks. 

A committee of the Hessian Chamber have 
reported against allowing cremation in the 
Grand Duchy. 

A marriage has been arranged between Duke 
Albrecht of Wurtemburg and the daughter of 
Crown Prince Frederick William. This project 
is connected with the Wurtemburg succession 
question. 

The Nord-Deutsche Zeitung announces the ar- 
rest of Cabannes. a clerk, and Brueckner, Super- 
intendent of messengers, both employed in the 
President’s ottice in Strasburg, on a charge of 
treason. Cabannes admits that he has been in 
communication with M. Vincent, of the French 
Intelligence Department. Another otticial named 
Glausinger, who has just been arrested, tried to 
commit suicide. He confessed that he was 
bribed by Cabannes to give him secret docu- 
ments from the Strasburg Lithographic Depart- 
ment. 














































































































GREAT FIRE AT HAMBURG. 
HaMBURG, June 1.—A great fire broke out 
at 9 o’clock last night in the Strand. The 
Huebener Quays were speedily destroyed. Six 
large sheds were next gutted. The flames com- 
municated to two British vessels, the City of 


Dortmund and the Gladiator, and destroyed 
them. The masts and rigging of age 4 other 
vessels lying at the docks were burned. 
At 1 o’clock this morning the fire had spread 
over an area of about 300 by 400 yards. By 4 
o’clock the flamcs were under control and not 
likely to spread further. Two lighters contain- 
ing cotton were among the property destroyed. 
Ten railway wagons loaded chiefly with cotton 
were also burned. It is not known whether 
there was any loss of life. The damage will be 
immense, reaching, it is estimated, several mill- 
ion marks.

THE FRENCH POLITICAL CHANGES. 

Paris, June 1.—There has been no repeti- 
tion to-day of the disturbances made last night 
in front of the Opera House in favor of Gen. 
pomienaee, The excitement has generally sub- 
sided. 

The Radical press to-day again denounce the 
Rouvier Cabinet, while the Conservative papers 
rejoice at the rupture between the Radicals and 
the Opportunists, as they hope that the split will 
result in profit for the Conservatives. 


BERLIN, June 1.—The joy felt here at the 
downfall of Gen. Boulangeris more silent than 
expressed. There is very little confidence, how- 
ever, in the stability of the new French Ministry. 


LONDON, June 2.—The Paris press com- 
ments indicate that in the Left groups there 
are 150 Deputies solid against M. Rouvier, and 
therefore that he will be unable to increase his 
Republican majority of 11, and any measure 
that would alienate the support of the Right 
would make the Cabinet’s existence precarious. 
M. Rouvier hopes to effect a retrenchment of 
60,000,G00f. to 80,000,000f. from the estimates 
of the Ministers of War, Marine, and Public 
Works.

PERNAMBUCO, June 1.—Several ware-

No more bodies were found. The Temps says the 
official number of bodies found is 70, of which 
50 have been identified. Two wagon loads of 
charred limbs have been taken to the Morgue. 


RoME, June 1.—A Papal rescript has been 
issued ordering that high mass and a Te Deum 
shall be sung in all the Catholic churches of 
England in honor of Queen Victoria’s jubilee. 


VIENNA, June 1.—Emperor Francis Jo- 
seph attended a performance of ‘ Patience” 
this evening for the benefit of the English 
Governesses’ Home at the Carl Theatre. It is 
his first visit to the Carl Theatre in 20 years. 
The Emperor was received at the theatre by 
Sir Augustus B. Paget, the British Ambassa- 
dor. The Austrian and English National athems 
were sung, the Emperor and audience standing. 


BRUSSELS, June 1.—The Senate to-day by 
a vote of 38 to 23 approved the bill imposing 
import duties on cattle and meat. 

Conflicts cecurred here last night between 
parties of Socialists who were parading the 
streets andthe police. Numerous arrests were 
made. An order has been issued forbidding the 
assemblage of over five personsin a body. The 
Mons district is quieter.

THE DEFAULTING BANK CASHIER. 

MONTREAL, June 1.—It has been learned 
that Parent, the defaulting Cashier of the Hoch- 
elaga Bank, has fled to Chicago. The authorities 
of the bank have discovered that his first irregu- 
larity occurred on the 6th of May, when he took 
an accepted check for $6,800, signed by himself, 
to Dupuis Fréres and asked them to change 
checks with him for a few days. They con- 
sented, but subsequently they became suspi- 
cious. The following day the check was depos- 
ited to their credit. Parent was notified of 
the fact by the Teller,and in return asked him to 
hold it for him fora few days. The request was 
complied with until the Teller became anxious 
and informed Parent he must take it up, and 
finding that he was about to be discovered he 
fied. Jn addition to the bank be leaves numer- 
ous creditors behind him, one of the heaviest be- 
ing Mr. George Daveluy, of Zath & Daveluy, 

accountant, who was joint curator with the fugi- 
tive of the insolvent estate of Picard &Co., 
wholesale jewelers, and to whom he owes 
$5,000.

ORGANIZATION OF THE NEW-HAMPSHIRE 
LEGISLATURE, 

ConcorD, N. H., June 1.—The Legislat- 
ure organized to-day with the choice of officers 
in harmony with the Senatorial candidacy of 
ex-Secretary Chandler. Alvin Burleigh was 
chosen Speaker of the House and Frank D. 
Currier President of the Senate. This prelimi- 
nary skirmish over the active Senatorial canvass 
is postponed for one week, although itis safe to 
say that all the work that is possible will be 
done beneath the surface. Chandler has 
a great deal in his favor, and his friends 


claim that nearly all the Republicans will 
go into the caucus and that he will be nominat- 
ed. His strongest opponents, on the other hand, 
say that there are 20 Republicans who will not 
enter the caucus and that the situation is con- 
trolied by this score of men. An analysisof the 
two houses shows that with the Democrats vot- 
ing solidly the balance of power will be held by 
17 Republicans. It will be seen that the out- 
come is very dubious, to say the least, unless 
nearly all the Republicans can be carried into the 
caucus in the first place or brought into line 
after the nomination is made. 

In the meantime the most interesting question 
is whether one or two Senators shall be chosen 
at thissessiou. On this point the politicians are 
entirely at sea. As there will be no session 
after the present until the expirationof the 
term of Senator Cheney it remains with the 
Legislature to fill his place if so disposed. Just 
now there seems to bea decided disinciination 
to trust this matter to the decision of the caucus, 
presumably because so much doubt exists as to 
the outcome of the contest for the one vacancy 
that must be filled. 

The first work of the Legislature to-day was 
the filling of vacancies on the State ticket in de- 
fault ofanelection by the people. Col. Charles 
H. Sawyer was elected Governor, and Repub- 
licans were chusen to fill the vacancies in three 
Senatorial and two Councilor districts.

A CASE WHICH BAFFLES AND MYSTIFIES 
THE DOCTORS. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., June 1.—Mr. T. H. 
Merrimee, a bookkeeper for J. F. White & Co., 
was overcome last night while attending services 
at the cathedral by astrange affection which has 
thus far baffled medical skill. Mr. Merrimee, 
accompanied by his brother and sister, went to 
the May devotions at the cathedral at 8 o’clock. 
The ceremonies lasted abouttwo hours, and when 
the others started to leave Mr. Merrimee re- 


mained kneeling, his hands clasped and his eyes 
closed. All efforts to arouse him failing, he was 
carried into the sacristy, where those around 
thought him dead Dr. Porter, the family physi- 
cian, Was summoned and administered restora- 
tives, but the patient remained in a comatose 
condition, in which state he was removed to his 
home at 750 Sixth-street. 

Several other physicians were summoned, but 
despite their efforts to restore him to conscious- 
ness Mr. Merrimee remains to all outward ap- 
pearances dead. The eyes of the unconscious 
man are open and fixed in a deathlike stare. The 
cheeks are palid and the lips bloodless and cold. 
Yet the doctors say that the temperature is 
normal, the pulse and heart are beating with a 
healthy throb, and the lungs are performimg 
their functions. Though the heaving of the 
breast was not noticeable, a mirror held for 
some time over the lips was dimmed by the 
moisture. Mr. Merrimee is a young man of 
@ Vigorous constitution, but inherits a very 
nervous temperament. The case has excited 
great interest among the physicians, who will 
watch closely its different phases.

A MINISTER MISSING. 

Boston, June 1.—The little New-Hamp- 
shire town of Pittsfield is very much excited 
over the mysterious disappearance of the 
Rev. W. C. Stiles, Pastor of the Congregational 
church there, and at one time, it is said, settled 
in Brooklyn, N. Y., and St. Louis, Mo. Mr. Stiles 
left his home yesterday morning to visit a 


parishioner. At night he had not returned, and 
it was soon found that he had not called at his 
friend’s house, and no one could be found in the 
village who had seen him. His family passed 
an anxious night, and this morning the towns- 
people began a systematic search for the 
missing man. Only a little girl could be 
found who had met the Pastor the day before, 
and she said that he told her he was 
going to see Mr. Brown, the parishiover referred 
to.

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THE THISTLE’S FAST TIME 


A BRILLIANT VICTORY OVER 
THE IREX AND GENESTA. 
THE 50°MILE COURSE COVERED IN SIX 
HOURS—THE IREX 23 MINUTES BE- 

HIND THE SPEEDY SCOTCHMAN. 

Lonvon, June 1.—The yacht race to-day 
over the Royal Thames 50-mile course was 
won by the Thistle, which ran the course in 6 
hours. The Irex covered the distance in 6 hours 
23 minutes and the Genesta in 6 hours 25 min- 
utes. The Thistle achieved a brilliant victory. 

A smart easterly wind was blowing at 11:30 
A. M., when the yachts started. They got off in 
the following order: Genesta, Thistle, Irex, 
Sleuthhound. The latter was last throughout 
the , race. On the starboard tack and 
well to windward the Genesta gradually 
drew away, leaving the Irex and Thistle to 
bafiie each other, which they did to such 
an extent that the Genesta, after going further 
daown into the Reach than the other two, came 
about with a strong lead. The Thistle and Irex 
came round to windward and hugged each other 
for some distance, but in coming about again 
the Thistle was well away from the Irex and 
had no more trouble with her. 

The Genesta kept the lead, with the Thistle 
gradually closing the long gap, till off Hole- 
haven, when the Thistle went past. At the Nore 
she was three-quarters of a mile ahead, and the 
same distance separated the Genesta and Irex. 

At the Mouse Lightship the Thistle was eight 
minutes ahead of the Genesta, which was one 
and alalf minutes ahead of the Irex. Oncé round 
they had a straight run home. They had 
started with mainsails, topsails, jibs, and fore- 
sails, and after turning the lightship shifted 
their topsails for bigger ones and ran up their 
spinnakers and jibtopsails,and the Thistle set 
her balloon foresail. The Sleuthhound was uot 
timed. 


This match is considered the first really fair 
trial of the Thistle.

RUINED BY THE WHEAT DEAL. 


A DEFAULTING MICHIGAN 
JUDGE. 


DETROIT, June 1.—Business and political 
circles in Grand Rapids are ina fever of excite- 
ment to-day over the disappearance of Probate 
Judge Lyman D. Follett. It seems to be aclear 
case of another good man gone wrong through 
the fascinations of wheat speculation. He has 
been dealing heavily in Chicago for several 
months, and his losses have been large and 
steadily growing. He is short in his office ac- 
counts, and nearly every estate that has been in 


that court recently sutfers, if any of the proceeds 
fell into Follett’s hands. Persons have been 
coming in hourly during the day with defaulted 
claims ranging from one hundred to several hun- 
dred dollars. The total shortage cannot be as- 
certained until the books and records are com- 
pletely overhauled by his successor, but that it 
will reach many thousands is beyond question. 
The Probate oifice is throngea with those who 
have been pinched or fear loss. 

Follett left the city last week Monday, ostensi- 
bly for Traverse City on business, but on Friday 
a letter was received from him dated Chicago. 
Since then nothing nas been heard from him. 
He was considered a model young man, and was 
a leader of the young Democracy. He was regu- 
lar in his habits, a member of the Episcopal 
Church, and prominentin society. He is related 
to the best families, has a beautiful wife and 
two children, and had the implicit confidence of 
everybody, and his downfall has created uni- 
versal sorrow. Some years ago he lost several 
thousand dollars in the same way, and it was 
thought he had abandoned speculation. His in- 
come has been about $5,000, and his living 
modest. Everything has gone into wheat 
gambling. His wife has known of his specula- 
tion for a long time and pleaded with him to re- 
form, but without avuil, although he had repeat- 
edly promised her that he would desist. 

It has been Judge Follett’s habit to draw his 
salary semi-monthly. Before going away this 
time he drew a month’s salary in advance, and 
in Chicago last Friday made a draft on the 
Revister of the Probate Court for $150, which 
was honored on its receipt, as it bas not been an 
unusual thing for the Register to receive such 
drafts from Judge Follett when the latter has 
been out of the city. The same mail brought a 
letter to his wife saying he should not return 
home at present. His resignation of his office 
was received by Gov. Luce, at Lansing, yester- 
day. also dated at Chicago. Where he has gone 
is not known, but all these movements excite 
the fears of his dumfounded friends that he is 
in worse shape even than present indications 
warrant them in suspecting.

CHICAGO BOARD OF TRADE. 
CuHicaGo, June 1.—The Chicago Board of 
Trade Stock Exchange began its first session at 
precisely 9 o’clock this morning without any 
formalities whatever, and a brisk trade was at 


once inaugurated. At the close of the first half 
hour of business the sales amounted to over 
3,000 shares. Almost the total membership of 
the new Exchange was present and trading was 
brisk all the forenoon. The favorite stock 
seemed to be St. Paul. It was particularly so 
with outside traders, whose orders kept half a 
dozen telegraph operators busy through the 
session. Western Union was also traded 
in to quite an extent, with Read- 
ing, Northwestern, and Lake Shore next 
in favor. Among the heaviest traders to-day 
were Charles D. Hamill, C. J. Singer, C. G. Ham- 
mond, Eldredge, Jones, Waggoner, Hutchinson, 
Logan, and Baxter. Hutchinson distinguished 
himself early in the day by bidding 126% for 
5,000 shares of Northwest, when the New-York 
quotations stood at 144. None of the boys could 
accommodate him. New-York prices were 
as a rule rather closely followed, though 
oceasionally there were bids and _ trades 
above the Eastern quotations. The day’s sales 
are estimated at 25,000 shares. The cost of a 
“turn” on the Exchange is one-eighth or one-half 
the cost of a deal on the New-York Exchange. 
It is worth noting that as trades are made for 
the account with deliveries the 15th and last of 
every month, itis possible to be long of stocks 
15 days without payment of any interest charge. 


EAST-BOUND FREIGHT. 
CHICAGO, June 1.—The total shipments of 
dead freight from Chicago through to seaboard 
points by all the lines, except the Chicago and 
Atlantic, last week amounted to 28,321 tons, 
against 28,579 tons for the week previous. The 
percentages carried by each road were:

3UFFALO, June 1.—The receipts of floar at 
Buftalo by lake during the month of May, compared 
with the receipts for the corresponding month in 
1886, show a decrease of 113,126 barrels.

Compared with 
last season the receipts to June l show a decrease 
of 176,541 barrels of flour, in the total grain an in- 
crease of 375,673 bushels, and in all grain, flour re- 
duced to wheat, a decrease of 516,030 bushels.

' ANOTHER EXCITED DAY IN THE MAR- 


KET FOR THE SHORTS. 


Cu1caGao, June 1.—About 3,000,000 bush-: 
els of wheat, it was estimated, went round on de-: 
liveries on June contracts this morning. Of 
this amount 2,500,000 was taken by the 
clique and paid for. The fact caused 
the market to open wildly excited, with 
June quoted anywhere from 901g cents 
to 901g cents. In response to frantic eftorts of 
the shorts tocover, the price sold up to 914cents. 
At this point the clique brokers came in, turning 


prices downward without a stop until 8819 cents 
was reached. The clique’s sales were between 
half and three-quarters of a million. Later on 
the clique began bidding for July, frightening 
the shorts on that future and producin a frac- 
tional rally at the noon closing. The afternoon 
session was less excited, but the market 
ruled strong, prices advancing to 891s cents 
for June, and 8633 cente and 8619 cents for July. 
Notwithstanding the early effect on prices of the 
absorption of the bulk of the deliveries by the 
clique, it was later in the day considered strange 
by the crowd that more of the stoox did not find 
its way tothem. The rumor was current that 
premiums were being paid the carriers to take 
care of some of the wheat. It was said some of 
the banks refused to make loans on the hk red 
to the combination as late as to-day. ost of 
the operators incline to the opinion that the 
deal will be carried into July, saying the clique 
will be forced to do s0, there being no other way 
of getting rid of their cash holdings. Receipts 
of wheat are still very large. Inducements are 
being offered the holders of corn to take their 
stuff out to make room for the former cereal. 

The public deliveries in the Exchange hall this 
morning were much smaller than had been an- 
ticipated. This is explained he fact that the 
leading longs had given notification of their 
wish to receive the wheat over the counter, and 
they were busy enough taking it in. Kershaw 
received altogether about 3,400,000 bushels, 
and Irwin and Green not far from 1,750,000 
bushels, in addition to which was a respectable 
sized fraction of 1,000,000 bushels taken 
in between them during the_ previous 
two or three days. It was said by par- 
ties who are generally well posted that the two 
firms named had made arrangements to receive 
and pay for as much as 8,000,000 bushels. It is 
surmised that the deliveries and sales of to-day 
leave not far from 25,000,000 bushels yet to be 
sold or filled for this month, and one of the 
rumors of the day waa to the effect that Plankin- 
ton is short a large piece of it on wheat which he 
holds in the Northwest. 

The attention of President Wright, of the Board 
of Trade, was to-day called to the following dis- 
paten addressed to him by Morton & Co., of 
Fargo, Dakota, and published here this morning. 

“Tf it is true that elevator room in Chicago has 
been bought up and the commercial facilities and 
grain interests of Chicago have been surrendered to 
a clique of gamblers to enable them to manipulate 
the markets in their own selfish interests, the sooner 
your city resigns its pretense as a grain market 
and takes its place as a domestic Monte Carlo ora 
Baden Baden of America the better.” 

Mr. Wright said he had not before seen the dis- 
patch, but he would say, and that without inves- 
tigation, that no elevator room had been bought 
up. Whatelevator room there was in Chicago 
was for the benefit of shippers, but if they al- 
lowed their grain to remain instore here the ele- 
vator people were not to blame. He also 
said that he did not know whether he 
would make a reply to the dispatch. The 
storage question was the one great topic of con- 
versation on ’Change to-day as between wheat 
shorts on the one side and railroad and elevator 
men on the other. It was rumored that one 
house had offered to pay 712 cents for elevator 
room to lie idle during the whole of this month, 
but that if was not accepted, perhaps be- 


cause the doing so0 would arouse a 
storm of indignation which it would 
not be pleasant to encounter. The men 


who control wheat that is now in store at difter- 
ent points in the Northwest were anxious to 
know on what terms they could have it brought 
here, an important part of the arrangement 
being that it shall be placed in store so as to be 
regular for delivery on contracts. The threat- 
ened rise of 24. cents per 100 pounds in the rates 
from Minneapolis cuts but a small figure by the 
side of the storage trouble, especially as it is 
said that some lines have declared their ina- 
bility to take in any more till room now occu- 

ied shall have been vacated by ones. This 

eads up to the point that room can be made for 
wheat by shipping out corn or oats, and there is 
some canvassing of the probable expense or puy- 
ing up all the oats in store and sending them to 
an Eastern market. 





WORSE THAN HIGGINS. 





THE PROTEGE OF BALTIMORE’S INTERNAL 
REVENUE COLLECTOR. 

BALTIMORE, June 1.—An appointment 
that throws those of Appointment Clerk Eugene 
Higgins and Indian Inspector Morris A. Thomas 
completely in the shade has just been made 
in the office of the Collector of Internal 
Revenue. The man’s name is George 
Trust, and he has a picturesque record. In 
1873, by political backing, he became a Police 
Sergeant, but his record and his character were 
so bad that the Captain of his district asked the 


Police Commissioners to dismiss him, which they 
did. He then became baker in the City Jail. In 
1875,a very exciting election year in Balti- 
more, he was ringleader of a gang of Russians 
which caused a panic in the Fifteenth Ward, 
and was only prevented from serious outrage by 
the decisive action of Lieut. Harnan, who had 
him arrested and lockedup. In the exciting 
elections of November, 1879, he was considered 
so dangerous that the police deemed it prudent 
to cage him again, and, notwithstanding that 
strong influences were brought to bear to get 
him out, they refused to let him go. 

One week after, when he was released, he 
started out with a bottle of whisky and a re- 
volver taken from the jail arsenal to take his 
revenge. On Light-street he met a colored man 
named William Anthony Robinson, who was 
walking along with his aged parents. Trust 
walked up to Robinson and demanded to 
know whether he was a Democrat or a_ Re- 
publican. Before Robinson could answer Trust 
shot him dead. He was tried for the crime in 
1880, and under the instructions of the court he 
was found guilty of manslaughter and sentenced 
to four years and seven months in the peni- 
tentiary. In explanation of these remarkable 
instructions it need only be said that it 


was before the Bench of Baltimore had 
been changed by the reform move- 
ment. Ring infiuence got Trust par- 


doned by the Governor, and it was thought 
that his political career had ended, but Collector 
Roberts has just astonished everybody by ap- 
pointing him to a clerkship, and not only that, 
but he promoted him at once. Mr. Marcellus J. 
Booze, a Republican, and one of the best men 
in the oftice, sent a letter to the Collector as 
soon as Trust was appointed. In it was the 
following: ‘* Official relations which have been 
exceedingly pleasant, so far as Iam concerned, 
must, beyond a doubt, cease te-day. It is simply 
impossible for me, as a gentleman, to associate 
with some people who will be connected with 
your office after June 1, 1887." Then Collector 
Roberts promoted Trust toa higher place, and 
there is where the matter rests.

RUBBER MEN FORM A HUGB. 
TRUST COMPANY. 

EVERY FACTORY IN THE COUNTRY INa 
CLUDED IN THE COMBINATION 
SOME OF THE AIMS AND RESULTS. 

One of the greatest commercial combina. 
tions of recent years was effected in this city 
yesterday. lt involves the control of the entire 
rubber industry in America, an industry which 
has already assumed immense proportions and 
which will undoubtedly increase at an acceler- 
ated rate now that the scheme of consolidation 
has become an established fact. 

Several secret meetings have been held during 
the past few weeks by the leading rubber manu- 
facturers of the East to discuss the feasibility 
of forming a Rubber Trust modeled somewhat 
after the Standard Oil Trust, but with improve- 
ments suggested by oxperience. This meant 
the control of the manufacture of ali rubber 
goods, the monopoly of the importation of crude 
rubber, the fixing of the market value of both 
crude materials and manufactured articles, and, 
lastly, to so control the workmen employed in 
the business that they will nolonger be able to 
successfully conduct strikes as they have at 
times in the past. 

The scheme is the proposition of George A. Al- 
den & Co., of Boston, and Earle Brothers, of thig 
city, brokers and dealers in rubbish. These 
firms are members of the New-York Commercial 
Company, & concern organized from the wreck 


of the New-York Trading Company, which, up 
toits dissolution on account of quarrels amon) 
its members, was in almost absolute control 0 


the market for those grades of rubber imported ° 
from Para. The scheme does away with th 
business of about 200 importers, an 
masses the buying power in the han 


of one brokerage house, allowing the other 
brokers to go fishing. Besides this it fixes the 
prices of crude rubber, and consequently the 
returns to the rubber cutter for his labors and 
the revenue to the owner ofthe lands. It alse - 
compels the jobber in rubber goods to pay the 
Trust what its managers consider a fair return 
on the capital and brains employed, but does not 
oust the jobber altogether from the trade. It 
leaves him to prey upon the retailer, who 
turn will compel the consumer to stand az\ 
deliver or—get his feet wet. Lastly, it regulate 
the pay of over 25,000 wage earners to suit 
ideas of the Trust and leaves the laborer time t¢ 
ponder on that classic maxim, “What are you 
going todo about it?” The Trust, according ta 
the plan proposed, was to be formed by the ab 
solute surrender of every mill in the country. 
The central company would then be managed by 
three Trustees with unlimited powers. 

The first meetings held with this object in 
view came to naught, but one which was held in 
this city yesterday resulted as the projectors of 
the great scheme desired. Among e repre- 
sentative rubber menin attendance were Hen 
L. Hotchkiss, of the L. Candee Company, New- 
Haven; Joseph Banigan, of the Woonsocket 
Rubber Company, and the Hayward Rubber 
Company, of Norwich; Christopher Meyer, 
of the New-Jersey Rubber Shoe Com- 
pany and the Meyer Rubber Company, 
of New-Brunswick; A. L. Coolidge, of the Para 
Rubber Shoe Company, of Boston; J. P. Lang- 
don, of the New-Brunswick Rubber Company; 
E. 8. Converse, of the Boston Rubber Shoe Com- 
pany; Charles R. Flint, of the Revere Rubber 
Company, of Boston; Edward Elberson, of the 
L. B. Smith Rubber Company, of Seatanket; 
George A. Lewis, of the oodyear Me- 
tallic Rubber Shos Company, of Naugatack; 
R. D. Evans, of the American Rubber Company, 
of Boston; 8. N. Williams, of the Lycoming 
Rubber Company, of Williamsport; William: 8.

Adelbert Alden, of the firm of Alden & Co., 
presided at the meeting. beget agp sae 
cautions were taken to keep the p n 
secret. The meeting was not exactly a stormy 
one, but there was a marked absence of har- 
ve for many conflicting interests were in- 
volved. 

One gentleman, representing one of thesmaller 
companies, declared last night that the project 
was nothing more than a speculative effort on 

the part of Alden & Co. andthe Earl Brothers to 
combine for the purpose of floating the trust 
certificates in Wall-street, thus making the 
entire rubber shoe pusiness a speculation, 
in the same manner as the cottonseed oil 
trust certificates had been manipulated. An- 
other purpose, and by no means a secondary 
one, the gentleman continued, was to secure 
contro) of the importation of all the raw material 
to be consumed by the combination, which 
would be about three-fourths of the entire 
production of the world. The buying power 
thus —— in the hands of the Trustees would 
give them control of the world’s market. They 
could import as much crude rubber as they 
pleased, and after supplying the wants of the 
combination, at costs and commissions, they 
could hold the remainder for speculative pur- 
poses to the injyry of the non-combination man- 
ufacturers, shofild there be any, and the consum- 
ers. 

Another gentleman expressed the fear that 
should the consolidation be effected the other 
importers might form a combination of their 
own in turn for self-protection, and having once 

ained control of the Para market they could 

ors the tables on the manufacturers, a8 was 
done several years ago with a similar, though 
smaller, combination than the one preposed. 

It was also suggested by one of the doubting 
manufacturers present that the trade workmen 
might think the combination was for the pur- 
pose of breaking up the labor organizations. 
Two or three others hastened to inform the gen- 
tleman that they had anticipated that contin- 
gency and would fora time advance wages out 
of the extra profits paid by the consumer. When 
the people ** got used to the trust” they could 
then put wages where they pleased. 

A manufacturer with a facetious turn of mind 
thought that the greatest difficulty of all te over- 
come would be how to make enough fat berths 
to go around for all the high salariea officers of 
companies who would be thrown out of their 
present positions by the trust. The irreverent 
one was promptly suppressed, but the shot told, 
nevertheless, as could be plainly seen by the 
many anxious countenances. 

Mr. Alden argued, in favor of his scheme, that 
the pooling of issues would enable the trust to 
purchase its material at greatly reduced figures, 
and thus be enabled to benefit the consumers by 
establishing a standard to which not only price, 
but quality,must confirm. The retailer would also 
benefit by a steadier market. The public could 
then get better goods for less money than now. 

Several others concurred with Mr. Alden’s 
views, though a few had little faith in the prac- 
ticability of the scheme. There would be ——_ 
difficulty, they thought, in settling upon the 
values of the different factories to be taken into 
the pool. The values would be solely argument- 
ative, and the possibilities for exaggeration 
were too open altogether. 

Mr. Coolidge held out rather more stubbornly 
than the rest, for the simple reason that be 
would be reduced to the dividends on his stock 
alone by the combination, whereas he now en- 
joys a handsome income in addition from his 
commissions as selling agent for his company. 

The entire day was consumed in these argu- 
ments without any apparent result, but in a 
short supplementary session in the evening the 
reluctant and fearful ones were won over and 
the trust was formed, with a working capital of 
$35,000,000. Messra. Banigan, Alden, and 
Meyer were chosen as Executive Directors, with 
unlimited power and a salary of $40,000 a year, 
itis understood. 

Some idea of the magnitude of this project is 
furnished by statistics showing the growth 
of the rubber industry in America. The importa- 
tlon of crude rubber has risen from 11,000,000 
pounds a few years ago to 27,000,000 pounds in 
1886. The industry to-day represents an invest- 
ment of about $50,000,000, and an annual trade 
of over $100,000,000. Upward of 25,000 worle 
men are also employed. 
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M’LELLAN’S DOUBLE LIFE.

IMPROVED TENEMENTS. 
‘WHAT A BENEVOLENT COMPANY IS DO=< 
ING TO PROVIDE THEM. 

The annual meeting of the stoakholders 
of the Tenement House Building Company was 
held last night at 109 West Fifty-fourth-street, 
Besides electing Trustees tor the ensuing year 
the stockholders were called together to act 


upon a proposition to reduce the capital stock 
of the company to $100,000. 


The company was originally incorporated with 
a capital stock of $150,000 for the purpose of 


building improved tenement houses for the in- 
dustrial classes. The scheme included certain 
features of a benevolent character, namel ’ 
that tenants ee long periods in their 
apartments, keeping them in good order, main- 
taining good deportment, and promptl paying 
their rent should be made partici ants in the 
surplus profits of the company. calculation 
by the architects employ by the company 
showed 9 or 10 per cent. gross income upon 
the inyestment. After paying all expenses, 
taxes, insurance, repairs, and the like, it was 
calculated that 5 to 7 per cent, net income 
would remain. Of this the stockholders should 
receive 4 per cent. maximum dividends upon 
theirinyestment. The surplus was to accumu- 
late with the Treasurer, and be made available 
either to pay rent in case of a tenant’s sick- 
ness or adversity, or, when as much as $25 
should have accumulated to the credit of any 
tenantj he would be made a stockholder in the 
company to the extent of one share, and so on. 
For the intention of the company is to make its 
tenants, being actual working people, yuatly 
interested with the original investors in the 
welfare and success of the company. The rents 
are not to be made so much cheaper, but the 
accommodations given for the money are in-« 
tended to be betterin every way than the ordi- 
nary. 

The company was organized two Phy yic ago, 
and of the capital stock only about $80,000 has 
been subscribed and paidin. The law requires 
the payment of the full capital stock within two 

ears, in default of which the company would 
© subject to bral. Purthert liquidation by the 





Attorney-General. Furthermore, the liability of 
the stockholders is only limited to the full 
amount of the capital stock, andifso remote a 
thing as bankr Vv should overtake the compa- 
ny with but ha its a. stock paid in, the 
stockholders would be liable for the debts up to 
the full amount of the capital stock. After about 
$70,000 of the stock had been subscribed there 
was & lutl in the subscriptions, and the next 
$10,000 was a song Se coming, It was in view 
of alll these things deemed advistble to reduce 
the capital stock to $100,000, a sum that 
could more easily be completed than the larger 
one and as sufficient for the time being. This 
was accordingly done, all the stockholders 
present, representing two-thirds of the paid-up 
stock, voting to reduce to $100,000. The com- 
pany two years ago bought five lots 
on erry-street and four abutting them on 
Monroe-street ust west of Montgomery- 
street, for 1,500. Upon the Cherry-street 
lots they have in process of construction By 
six-story and basement tenement houses already 
under roof. These bali aiags are calculated to 
cost about $117,500, and will accommodate about 
108 or 110 families. All the rooms will have 
direct light; all the halls will be heated by 
steam; closets are upon every floor, and laun- 
dries in the basement. On the first floor a large 
kindergarten playroom is provided for the 
children in inclement weather. The whole is 
substantially constructed of brick with stone 
trimmings. The buildings are expected to be 
ready for occupancy by Sept. 1. 

Agents who have been examining the ground 
for the purpose of porenting a loan upon it 
haye estimated its present value as high as 
$80,000, exclusive of improvements, showing a 
remarkable increase in its value since the date 
of its purchase.

PRESBYTERIANS VOTE TO HAVE MUSIO 
IN THE CHUROH. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 1.—Another long de- 
bate on the music question occupied the General 
Assembly of the United Presbyterian Church to- 
day. The direct cause of the issue was the use 
of the organ by the Rev. J. T. Tates’s church, at 
Keokuk, Iowa, to which objection had been made 
first to the local Presbytery and then to the 
Synod of Iowa. In each case the body declined 


to interfere. An appeal was finally made to the 
Assembly, and the committee to which the mat- 
ter was referred reported “that the prohibitory 
law forbidding the use of instrumental music in 
the worship of God has been repealed, and this 
leaves the sessions at liberty to introduce such 
music as they may deem wise and profitable. 
Therefore there is.no legal ground for action 
and the appeal is not sustained.” 

A minority report was also presented, recom- 
mending that the appeal be sustained. 

With the view to meeting all the objections 
which had been advanced to both reports, the 
Rev. J. R. Johnson, of Washington, Penn., pro- 
posed the subjoined substitute: 


“The appeal assumes that there is a law in the 
church under which families and congregations can 
be forbidden to use instruments in their worship. 
The contrary, however, is the fact; for the law, 
which was previously in force has been repealed, 
thus leaving the question to be managed by both 
families and churches under the guidance of Chris- 
tian prudence and the law which provides for the 
thing whereby one may edify another. We there- 
fore recommend that the appeal be not sustained.” 


Everybody had something to say on the sub- 
ject. The Rev. James Brown contended that 
the appeal should be sustained. It was a matter 
of conscience with him. 

“T couldn’t go into the Keokuk Church,’ said 
he, ‘*‘ because they had an organ there. The con- 
gregation promised to cover the organ if [ 
would come and preach for them, but I could 
not do so.” 

Elder Charles F. Deane, of Pittsburg, in be- 
half of the young people, appealed in favor of 
the organ. 

“There is no law prohibiting instrumental 
music,” declared the Rev. R. B. Ewing, D. D. 
“Such a law would not be warranted in the 
teachings of the Lord.” 

The Rev. D. 8. McHenry, of San Francisco, 
CaL, insisted that the prohibitory law existed 
and had never been repealed. “ This is a ques- 
tion,” he added, “ that has divided the Assembly 
for years. I contend that the organ is now used 
without the authority of the Assembly.” 
Another effort to settle the controversy was 
made by the Rev. J, H. Brown, who presented 
the appended proposition: 

Whereas, There is now no law forbidding the use 
of instrumental music in churches of God, and 
therefore there has been no Violation of law in the 
case pending; therefore 

Resolved, That the appeal be not sustained. 

After further debate the matter was disposed 
of by the adoption of the Rev. Mr. Brown's prop- 
osition as follows: For the proposition, and 
therefore for the organ—Ministers, 61; Ejders, 
46; total,107. Against the proposition—Minis- 
ters, 30; Elders, 34; total, 54. 





THEIR OLUBHOUSE SEOURED. 


ELECTRICIANS TO HAVE A PLACE OF 
THEIR OWN BY SEPTEMBER. 

The general boom in club affairs which 
has been evident about the city of late has 
affected the electricians, and the members of 
this vigorous and rapidly developing branch of 
commercial industry are shortly to have a hand- 


some headquarters of their own. The planis 
not only social in its character, but instructive 
as well, as the new institution will have for its 
object the dissemination of practical knowledge 
in electrical directions and will make it a busi- 
ness to keep generally abreast of the advance of 
electricity in the many industries into which it 
is now rapidly ery 

The General Building Committee of the Elec- 
tric Club held a meeting at the club rooms in the 
Hotel Dam last evening, President Davis being 
inthe chair. A large attendance was present 
and heard the report of the special committee on 
a clubhouse to the effect that they had found 
at 17 East Twenty-second-street such a build- 
ing as was desired. Its dimensions are 33 by 
75. It consists of four stories and a basement. 
The first floor would answer perfectly for an 
assembly and lecture room when certain pro- 
posed changes were made. The rent was $4,000 
per annum. 

After discussion the report was unanimously 
adopted and the President and Secretary were 
instructed to execute, in the name of the club, a 
lease of the property at the price named for the 
term of three years, with the privilege of re- 
newal, 

With regard to furnishing it was stated by 
several that they were authorized by members 
to state their willingness to accept the bond of 
the clup and advance any money needed for 
fixtures, &c. A resolution was passed authoriz- 
ing the President and Secretary to issue the ob- 
ligations of the club to an amount not exceeding 
$25,000, to bear interest at a rate not exceeding 
4 per cent. per annum. The resolution pro- 
vided that a sinking fund of at least 10 per cent. 
of the principal shall be set aside annually for 
10 years, so that the payment of the obligation 
at maturity be provided for. The money will be 
used, together with the surplus now on hand, 
for the purchase of furniture, electric appara- 
tus, &o. 

The new clubhouse will probably be ready for 
occupancy by September, as its preparation will 
begin immediately.

But when taken as part of a m 
as a drink with food—as an element in the nor- 
mal life of the individual, their disposal was not 
prohibited. This qualifying clause points uner. 
ringly to visitors to hotels solely for the purpose 
of obtaining beverages. This intent of 
Legislature is further shown by classing ho 
under the same generic designation as taverns, 
indicating that the tavern feature of the hotel is 
the object aimed at, and not its character as a 
home for a large element of the population.” 

Col. Ingersoll contended in his letter that the 
law is not now being construed as its framers 
intended. “If we give,” he said, “a narrow or 
literal meaning, without considering what wag 
intended, then no person could give a guest at 

8 own home a glass of wine at dinner on 

unday or on any day on which a general or 
special election or town meeting was held with- 
out being guilty of a misdemeanor. Certai 
the Legislature never intended such an abs 
ity. A lodger at a hotel is supposed to have sub- 
stantially the same rights that he has in his 
home. There he has the right to drink wine a 
his dinner. Why should that right be abridged 
simply because he is a guest at a hotel? 

‘The phrase, ‘as a beverage,’ in a high deg 
solves the qnassee. That is to say the hotel 
should be closed and the ordinary drinks sh 
not be supplied. In the one case the liquor is 
the object of the drinker; in the other itis only 
an incident to the eating. The bye pe uses liqui 
as @ beverage, while the meals of thousands o 
our best citizens (who never thought of using 
se asa beverage) are considered incom 
without it on the table in someform. A hotel 
remains at all times open to the public. In short, 
itis the home of the public, and in this home 
each guest has the same right, so far as what 
he shall eat and drink is concerned, as he 
would have under his own roof. Nothing can 
be more objectionable than that the city author- 
ities shall have theright to watch to see whether 
a hotel guest drinks wine-at his meals—to see 
the manner in which he lives. The privacy of 
the guest while in the hotei is just as sacred ag 
when at his home and in such privacy he should 
be protected by the law. Besides, it should be 
remembered that during the 30 years in 
which the law has been in force the 
practice under it has never been to in- 
terfere with the dining table, which cer 
tainly ought to create a strong presumption 
that the construction I contend for is the cor 
rectone. I have read decisions with regard te 
the sale or giving away of wines or liquors on 
Sunday, but I find no case where the question is 
raised whether the keeper of an inn, tayern, oF 
hotel has a right on Sunday to supply his guests 
with wine. This question involves another. 
The first question is, Has the guest a right te 
have liquor or wine at his meals? If he has that 
right at home he has, in my judgment, the right 
at his hotel, ‘Shall I not take mine ease at mine 
inn? is an old adage, and, up to this time, has 
never been disputed.” 

The following committee was appointed te 
wait upon Mayor Hewitt: E. L. Merritield, of 
the Continental; Cassius H. Read, of the Hoff 
man; Gardner Wetherbee, of the Windsor; C. N, 
Vilas, of the Fifth-Avenue, and James H. Brese 
lin, of the Gilsey. Col. Ingersoll will accompany 
the committee and make the appeal. 

Resolutions were passed to the eftect that if 
the Hotel Association failed to obtain redress 
from Mayor Hewitt the members would test tha’ 
case. “ That means,” said W. D. Garrison,o 
the Grand Union, “ that we shall probably all o 
us throw open our bars and get arrested. The 
association will defray the expenses of any con- 
test that may ensue.”

End Street Railway Company, whose plans have

stock-watering scheme, and no serious objection 
has been raised to the proposition to reduce 
the stock capacity of the company to $6,400,000 
and to guarantee only 8 per cent. dividends, 
In this shape tha bill was ordered to a third 
reading, and as this permits only a slight 
increase in stock over the combined valua- 
tion of the roads controlled by the company 
these would seem to be little to deprecate in the 
scheme. The company, as the bill now stands. 
can carry out its plans as proposed and can‘di 
tunnels at pleasure in any direction except be« 
neath the sacred soil of Boston Common.

Mr. JOHN SHERMAN’S journey to Illinois 
to make a bid for the Republican nomination 
for the Presidency involves a question of 
taste which itis not necessary to discuss.

It is an im- 
posing and promising policy, isn’t it? Mr. 
SHERMAN has “grappled” with what he 
calls “the infinite variety of questions the 
future opens before us,” and he has reached 
the portentous conclusion that they are to 
be solved by a reduction of the sugar tax. 
This is his sovereign specific. Itis certainly 
simple, but is it sufficient? 

From the practical point of view it is not. 
In the first place if the import tax on sugar 
be reduced, there is nothing to prevent the 
Spanish Government placing an export tax 
of equal amount upon it, in which case the 
consumer would gain nothing, the Ameri- 
can Government would lose the revenue, 
and the Spanish Government would be de- 
lighted. These are not results for which 
the people are likely to elect Mr. SHERMAN 
President. In the next place there are mat- 
ters to which the American Nation attaches 
more importance than to the sugar tax. 
There are other taxes that weigh on 
raw materials, put a burden on indus- 
try, shut us out of foreign markets, 
foster monopolies, increase the cost of 
living, and keep down wages. If the fight 
is to be made on taxation, the voters 
will want to know about these. Then there 
is the much wider question of adminis- 
trative reform. What of that? Mr. SuHer- 
MAN is almost silent on it. He voted for 
the civil service reform law, which he says 
was @ “Republican measure,” but he evi- 
dently thinks it does not amount to much, 
and he entirely misrepresents or wholly 
misunderstands its operation. Again, there 
is the currency, on which the ex-Secretary 
of the Treasury ought to know something, 
and does, but on which he has nothing 
whatever to say. The substance of his case 
is the *‘ bloody shirt” feebly waved and the 
maintenance of high protective taxes. It 
is not a strong one.

TAXATION AND REGULATION. 
Those party organs which are striving to 
make political capital out of the passage of 
the Vedder Liquor Tax bill by the Legis- 
lature and its veto by the Governor are re- 
sorting to the grossest misrepresentations. 
The Albany Evening Journal makes upa 
table purporting to show the amount by 
which the State tax would have been re- 
duced in the several counties if this bill had 
become a law, and expresses the hope that 
it will be printed throughout the length and 
breadth of the State in order that the peo- 
ple may know what they have lost. But 
it presents no actual statistics of the 
liquor traffic or of the effect of the tax ac- 
cording to the different rates. It simply 
figures up the State tax of last year and the 
assumed amount of the tax to be de- 
rived from the Vedder bill, and appor- 
tions the latter among the counties 
in exact proportion to the State tax, 
ignoring entirely the inequality of the 
proposed liquor tax, which constituted one 
of the chief objections to the bill. It is an 
appeal to self-interest to justify a scheme of 
unequal taxation precisely like that which 
was used to induce country legislators to 
support the bill, except that it contains a 

willful misrepresentation of facts. 

The New-York Jribune presents a still 
grosser instance of a deceptive use of fig- 
ures. It sets out with the utterly false 
statement that Gov. Hii. declared in his 
veto message that “‘the liquor taxation of 
all other States is uniform.” The Governor 
said nothing about the legislation of other 
States in general, mentioning only the 
States of Ohio, Michigan, Texas, and [lli- 
nois, and only stating that the ‘State 
liquor tax is uniform in all parts of those 
States.” Hedid not mention the fact that 
the uniform rate was a minimum which 
might be raised by local authorities. But 
in those States the system is avowedly one 
of regulation rather than of taxation, andin 
Illinois it is simply a high license system, 
while in all except Texas, where the State 
taxis absolutely uniform, the revenue is 
for local purposes. There isin Texas, also, 
a local license system in addition to the 
State tax, as there would have been here 
had the Vedder bill been approved, under 
which the fees may vary in different locali- 
ties, but they go to the local treasuries and 
belong to a system of regulation purely. In 
combating Gov. HILv’s position the Tribune 
cites the laws of various States to show that 
their liquor taxation is not uniform, but in 
nearly all these cases there is no State tax, 
but simply a license system, with varying 
fees and sometimes with local option. 
Nothing could be more irrelevant and more 
unfair than such a comparison, because 
thereis a wide and clear distinction between 
taxation and regulation. So far as the 
Governor in vetoing the High License bill 
maintained that license fees imposed for 
purposes of regulation and restriction and 
to be turned into the treasuries of the com- 
munities in which they are collected should 
be uniform, he was altogether wrong. A 
measure of that kind may be adapted ac- 
cording to the discretion of the legislative 
authority to effect its object. Under the 
same principle local authority to increase 
fees, or even to refuse any license, is en- 
tirely justifiable. 
simply to tax the traffic for the purpose 
of revenue, every sound principle of tax- 
ation requires that a uniform rate should be 
established and forbids the drawing of rev- 
enue unequally from the different parts of a 
State and distributing it forthe benefit of 
the whole. 

There is, in fact, no practicable way of 
making a tax on liquor sales uniform in 
the proper sense. Grading it according to 
the population of cities and towns has no 
kind of relation to uniformity. The busi- 
ness may be larger and more profitable in 
large cities in proportion to population 
| than in smaller ones and in towns, but it 
may also be more divided, and there is no 
approach to uniformity in the amount of 
One place in 


But when it is proposed 


business done by each seller. 
New-York sells ten times or a hundred 
times as much as another, and it may sell 
more or it may sell less than a place in the 
city of Albany or the village of Saratoga 
Springs. The only method of taxing sales 
equally would be by arate proportioned to 





the amount of business done by each seller, 
and it would not be practicable to obtain 
correct returns or by any system of inspec- 
tion to enforce such a tax fairly. This is an 
argument against the whole system of deal- 
ing with the liquor traffic by State taxa- 
tion. It is not the proper method, and any- 
thing that other States may have done does 
not make it so. 

Gov. Hitt has no more a consistent rec- 
ord on this subject than the Republican 
legislators. He was as far wrong in his 
veto of the High License bill as his op- 
ponents are in criticising his veto of the 
Vedder bill. If he had made the proper dis- 
tinction between taxation and regulation, 
and recognized the propriety of adapting 
the license system to the conditions exist- 
ing in different communities, he would 
have taken impregnable ground. The Cros- 
by bill was not an ideal measure, and it pro- 
fessed to be only the beginning of a policy 
applied at first to a limited extent where it 
was most needed. In a system of regula- 
tion this was legitimate; in a system of 
taxation it would be absurd. In attempt- 
ing to regulate, restrict, and control 
the liquor traffic, the different conditions 
and needs of different communities and the 
difference of sentiment among the people 
must be recognized. The State should only 
establish the broad lines of the system, fix- 
ing minimum rates of fees and leaving the 
local authorities the option of raising them 
oreven of having no licenses issued. And 
the income derived from the traffic should 
be for the benefit of the community from 
which it is drawn, to enable it to deal the 
more effectually with the evils that flow 
from the traftic. But when the State estab- 
lishes a tax for the benefit of its own Treas- 
ury. that tax should not only be uniform in 
its rate in all parts of the State, but it 
should be uniform in its operation and 
effect, which is not practicable with any 
tax on liquor sales or any other sales when 
imposed merely on the seller without refer- 
ence to the extent of his business. 





THE CESSION OF CYPEOS. 

The brief dispatch announcing that “ the 
Sultan of Turkey has ceded the island of 
Cyprusto England” will attract far less at- 
tention than the publication, nine years ago, 
of the terms of the secret treaty by which 
the administrative control of that little 
island passed into the hands of the power 
which has now acauired it absolutely. The 
cession now announced is only the accom- 
plishment of ‘manifest destiny,” long 
since discounted; the negotiation of the 
secret treaty was one of those theatrical 
strokes so dear to the mind ‘and common to 
the policy of the late Lord BEACONSFIELD. 

The treaty of San Stefano by which on 
March 3, 1878, Russia proposed to reap the 
fruits of her war with the Ottoman power 
was so little to the taste of the other great 
powers, particularly to England, that Lord 
BEACONSFIELD in April embarked troops of 
Sepoys at Bombay for use in intimidating 
Russia, and at the same time opened secret 
negotiations with Turkey which resulted in 
the treaty of June 4, in which Great Britain 
engaged to defend the Sultan’s Asian terri- 
tory against further aggression on the part 
of Russia, which then held Batoum, Arda- 
han, and Kars, and in return for this prom- 
ise of protection the Sultan pledged himself 
to introduce certain “necessary reforms,” 
and assigned the island of Cyprus “ to be 
occupied and administered by England.” 

Lord SALISBURY, who was the British 
Foreign Minister at that time, protested 
that it was not the intention of Eng- 
land to make Cyprus a British possession, 
but the accomplishment, naturally enough 
under his own Premiership, of the purpose 
then disclaimed will probably cause his 
Lordship no twinges of conscience. The 
Sultan makes no appreciable sacrifice in 
the cession, save only the annual subsidy of 
£92,000 hitherto paid to him by England, 
and England gains nothing she did not 
have before. 


THE AMERICAN TRACT SOCIETY. 

A meeting held yesterday of the American 
Tract Society was the occasion of an earnest 
and somewhat heated debate. This debate 
arose over the report of a committee which 
recommended extensive changes in the or- 
ganization and methods of the society. At 
the close of the debate the report was 
adopted. 

This action may be taken to show at least 
a deep discontent with the results attained 
by the society under its present manage- 
ment, which initssystem isthe same as that 
under which the saciety has all along been 
conducted and was formerly very success- 
ful. This feeling is quite natural. It did 
not seem to be denied yesterday by the 
speakers on either side that the society as a 
commercial enterprise was “running be- 
hind.” It was alleged, and not controvert- 
ed, that during the last two years it had 
suffered an actual loss of capital to the ex- 
tent of $16,000. 

Of course the society is not, strictly 
speaking, a commercial enterprise. It is 
not intended to make a profit for anybody, 
but only to be so managed that its outgo 
shall not exceed itsincome. This is a nec- 
essary condition of health and well-being 
in any enterprise, whatever its purpose may 
be. If the public demand for the issues of 
the society does not pay expenses, those 
expenses must be met by the contributions 
of persons who believe in the work it is 
doing. These persons have not failed to 
come forward with considerable amounts 
of money. It was said at the meeting that 
legacies amounting in some instances to 

$150,000 had been left to the society, and 
in spite of them the accounts showed that 
the receipts did not equal the expenses. 

It would be rash to assume that this state 

of things has been brought about by a 
faulty organization or by mismanagement. 
There are obvious causes why the demand 
for tracts should have fallen off. Of course, 
the hardened sinner for whose benefit so 
many of the tracts are written does not de- 
| sire tracts and is not willing to pay for 
them. If he were, 
would show that he was not the obdurate 
object at which the appeals are aimed. It 
is the religious people who are expected to 
pay the expense of distributing tracts both 
| among themselves and among the irrelig- 
| ious. If they do not think the tracts are 
| worth the money it costs to print and dis-

tribute them the case’ seems too desperate 


to be dealt with by means of changes of 


detail in the methods of the society. 


When the Tract Society was at the height 
of its success and usefulness the conditions 
of the country were far more favorable to its 
work thantheyarenow. Its field was never 
in the cities, but in rural districts, where 
religion was the chief topic of serious dis- 
cussion among all women and divided with 
politics the interest of allmen. There was 
no other literature, no science, and no art 
to compete with the publications of the so- 
ciety. Religions and secular journalism 
was crude and limited. No newspaper 
was within reach of the farmer, at any 
price that covered so large a part of the 
field of human interest, including religion 
itself, as every farmer can now afford to 
have brought to his attention at least as 
often as once a week. The colporteur then 
brought to many uneventful lives their 
only excitement, and the tracts he dis- 
tributed were sure of an eager and undi- 
vided attention. The distribution of tracts 
was ameans of evangelization well suited 
to a primitive social state which then 
prevailed throughout a great part of the 
country, but which has now nearly dis- 
appeared even from the most remote and 
isolated communitiés. To say that civili- 
zation has outgrown the work of the so- 
ciety is not necessarily to argue the decline 
of popular interest in religion, but only to 
say that more suitable methods of gratify- 
ing it have come into use. If this be the 
explanation, then clearly no change of 
methods will bring back the palmy days of 
the society. 


DAT ER EL TET 


This time itis a Probate Judge who has 
fallen victim to his passion for gambling in 
wheat, and has turned his back upon his family 
and his shame to escape punishment for his de- 
falcation. Judge FOLLETT, of Grand Rapids, 
Mich., has sunk the money of widows and or- 
phans intrusted to his keeping inthe ‘‘May 
deal,” andis nowa fugitive on the face of the 
earth. Itis not often that the fall of a Judge 
by means of speculative gambling has to be re- 
corded. The expounders of the law, when they 
are not above the reach of temptation of this 
kind, are usually in a position to “bet safe.” 
But Judge FOLLETT evidently knew more about 
wills than he did about May wheat, and disgrace 
and ruin have followed his attempt to step be- 
yond the limits of his calling. The fall of this 
man enforces anew the danger of dealing in 
“futures.” No pity will be wasted on him ex- 
cept by his immediate friends; that of the com- 
rmounity will all be needed for the widows and 
orphans whose funds he has gambled away.

TERRACE GARDEN. 

The German version of ‘‘La Mascotte,” 
Audran’s best work, is now currert at Mr. Am- 
berg’s Terrace Garden, in Fifty-ninth-street, near 
Third-avenue. The opera in its German dress is 
not a whit less attractive than in the original 
French. The well made book of MM. Chivot and 
Duru has been intelligently translated, and the 
humor, being independent of that exclusively 
Gallic quality known as chic, is preserved 
throughout. As for M. Audran’s music, it is 
unnecessary to say anything in its favor at 
this late day. The performance at the Terrace 


Garden is in some respects one of the best 
interpretations of this work ever given in 
this city.

M. Priest, of the Junction Iron and Steel Com- 
pany, Mingo, Ohio; Mr. Arms, of the Mahoning

ern nail manufacturers, was in session to-day at 
the Monongahela House.

THE BIG LOCK-OUT. 

CHICAGO, June 1,—Both sides in the great 
lock-out and strike are lond in their assertions 
that victory for them is a foregone conclusion. 
The force of non-union bricklayers was increased 
to-day by eight new arrivals, who report- 
ed at the Builders’ Exchange. It is gen- 
erally admitted that the number of bricklayers 


coming from other places does not satisfy the 
expectations of the master masons. The brick- 
layers say that not more than a dozen men have 
answered the advertisement circulated. Con- 
tractor Downey places the number at a much 
higher figure, but admits that thereis .room for 
a good many more. The bricklayers are claiming 
everything, and tell of job after job that has been 
or soon will be taken from the contractors and 
placed in chargé of the strikers. The conference 
committee of the builders held its tinal meeting 
to-day, and listened to the reading of an address 
which the master masons have issued to the 
bricklayers and stone masons of Chicago. The 
address deplores the present trouble, ad- 
vises the men to throw off the yoke of the 
bricklayers’ union, and advises the formation 
of aunion based onthe platform of principles 
set forth by the Builders’ Exchange. Should 
such an organization be formed the master 
masons promise to recognize it and appoint 
members to serve ona joint committee of arbi- 
tration to have charge of all matters 
ot mutualg interest. ‘‘We believe,” say 
the masons, “the Saturday half holiday has 
come to stay with us as one of the recognized in- 
stitutions of the country, and we have adoptea 
it freely and voluntarily. By agreeing to 45 
cents per hour as a minimum rate of wages we 
trust to have proved that we do not desire to 
lower rates. A regular fortnightly pay dav has 
been guaranteed.”

BANKRUPT STOCK SOLD.

THE PRESIDENT’S HOLIDAY. 


A DEER HE COULDN'T SHOOT AT—riirg 
VERSUS WORMS. ¢ 

SARANAC Inn, New-York, June 1.—Dave 
Cronk, the President’s guide, remembered last 
night after the newspaper dispatches had deen 
sent off from the Saranac Inn that oneofthe most 
interesting évents of the day at Ray Brook had 
not been referred to by the President or himself, 
Whether the failure to refer to the incident wag 
caused by modesty or indignation remains to be 
learned. “While he was paddling up Ray 
Brook—leastwise while I was paddling,” said 
Cronk, as he sat in the midst of a group of 
guides in the guide house, near the hotel, 
“and when he was about half a mile 
from the hotel in the open=the woods 100 
yards off on each side and slashers reachin’ up 
quite a ways into the woods—T saw a 2-year-old 
deer a-browsin’ contentedly among the lily pods. 
We were not moving and the wind was blowin’ 
from the deer to us, so the critter did not scent 
us. It kept on feedin’, and I spoke to the Presi« 


dent quietly to tell him to look up, ° 
was puttin’ on a fresh worm Pm . 
long look at the pretty feller. It wasn't 
further away than that there lamppost’— 
ointing to a post about 200 feet distant—“ and 
ts tail was turned our way. If we'd had a gun 
and the law hadn’t prevented we could a-shot 
that deer as easily as cast afiy. But there wag 
no gun in the boat and the law was against us, 
so after the President bad looked at the deer ag 
long as he liked I called out that unless he goy 
out of that some feller would be killin’ him. He 
kicked up his heels and disappeared in a jiffy.” 

The Presiaent corroborated most of Cronk’g 
deer story, but freed himself of any imputation 
of desire to break the game laws of the State. 
Down at Saranac Lake Village the event wag. 
talked of as one of the most interesting of tha 
Presideut’s visit, as it 1s a somewhat uncommon 
thing for deer to be seen there so late in the 
season. 





The President slept late this morning after hig 
long and active day at Ray Brook. Before ha 
had appeared each of the guests of Saranac Inn 
except the members of his party had eaten a 

ortion of the President’s catch of brook trout, 

rs. Cleveland, Mrs. Lamont, and Mrs. Rosman 
had risen from the table when the President and 
Col. Lamont sat down. Daylight revealed the 
President with his face burned to a brilliant 
except where his soft hat had shadedit. Col, 
Lamont’s face was a blaze of glorious vermilion, 
his nose had developed great size and a fiery 
— and his hands and wrists were burned and 
swollen. 

The weather did not favor fishing excursions 
fhis morning. The wind veered to the east last 
night, and before morning the sky was overcast, 
the distant mountain tops were hidden, and 
those near at hand were covered with mist. The 
guides, released from early duty, gathered in 
their quarters and attracted the stay-at-home 
fishermen by playing upon fiddles and other in- 
struments that they had become familiar wit 
during the long Winter months. They talk 
fish and tackle and bait, and two. of 
them discussed a story concerning the 
President’s preference for using bait instead 
of flies to catch brook trout. ‘It was one 
time when the President and Dr. Ward was up 
here,” said one of the guides, “and they was out 
for brook trout.. The President tried flies for a 
little while and then called for a box of worms 
that Dave Cronk had brought along. He had 
no sooner put one on his hook than he raised a 
fine trout. Dr. Ward laughed at him and tried 
to get him to stick to flies, but the President an- 
swered that them things didn’t live in the air 
and could not go chasin’ after flies. Dr. Ward 
kept on casting his fly with _— luck anG@ the 
President stuck to worms. He got the biggest 
string of fish, too, but Dr. Ward declared that he 
got the best of the argument.” 

The President idied about the hotel foran 
hour or two after breakfast and then enjoyed a 
game of cribbage in the cottage with Dr. Ros- 
man. The newspapers of Sunday, which ar- 
rived last night, were then glanced at and 
discussed. The bright wood fire in the broad 
fireplace made the simple little parlor with its 
cneerful inmates a charming Rereig 2 place. Just 
before noon the wind changed from east ta 
southwest. The clouds began to break, the dis- 
tant mountains reappeared as the mist rolled 
away, and the surface of the lake, that had been 
disturbed only by the pattering rain, assumed a 
ruffied appearance. ithout waiting for lunch 
the President went outat 1 o’clock and was rowed 
down the lake toward the Narrows, followed by 
Dr. Rosmanin another boat. Col. Lamont did 
not go out until two hours later. The President 
was the last toreturn. All the fishermen who 
returned before him reported the trout as un- 
willing to “strike,” and brought back nothing 
but the bait they had taken out. The President 
had persistently trolled every shore within three 
miles of the Saranac Inn, and brought back three 
fine lake trout weighing from two and a half te 
four pounds. To-night the weather is cool and 
cloudy, but there is a promise of good weather 
for to-morrow. 

As the brief vacation term of the President 
draws near an end he finds it necessary to make 
arrangements to employ the days left for enjoy- 
nent in the mountains so as to get the largest 
possible amount of fishing and jaunting inte 
them. There aré more places that he would like 
to visit than his time will permit, but he will not 
be idle a day. To-morrow morning he will take 
his party, ladies and all, to Hoel’s Pond, not far 
away, to reach which the guides will have to 
earry their boats upon their shoulders over two 
strips of land intervening between Saranac 
Lake and the pond. Lunches will be taken along, 
and while the ladies are enjoying the pleasure o: 
a@ sail on the lake the gentlemen will devote 
themselves to the task of coaxing the trout with 
suckers and flies. A return will be made early 
enough in the afternoon to bring the party te 
Saranac Inn in time for supper. 

It is not forgotten here that to-morrow will he 
the 2d day of June and the anuiversary of the 
wedding of the President and Mrs. Cleveland.

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JOHN SHERMAN SPEAKS 


QHE SENATOR DISCUSSES THE 
1WO GREAT PARTIES, 
BN ADDRESS BEFORE A LARGE AUDI- 
ENCE OF POLITICIANS IN THE CAPI- 
TOL OF ILLINOIS. 


SPRINGFIELD, JI, June 1.—Senator Sher- 
fnan’s address before the Illinois Legislature to- 
Say was an adroit appeal for the support of 
the Logan men, and to-night is discussed 
golely in that light. It was the same 
ploody shirt speech which has fallen from 
the lips of the Ohio statesman times without 
number, but it was a speech calculated to com- 
gnend the Senator to a class of men which is 
pasting about for a Presidential candidate in 
1888, and the general impression is that Senator 
Sherman has gained something of a hold upon 
that class. 

The Senator’s reception here was cordial and 
hearty. He came upon invitation to doa cer- 
tain thing, and he was treated as an honored 
guest. What ulterior object he may have 
had in making the visit, or how little spon- 
taneity there may have been in the invitation, 
there was no hint of a political mission in Mr. 
Sherman’s conduct while here, nor in his speech. 
Gov. Oglesby and Senator Cullom did not hesi- 
tate to allude to the fact that they were men 
‘svyorthy of some consideration in making

The Blaine men came down from Chicago, 
and in their guileless way tried to 
show that it wasn’t much ofa reception to 
Senator Sherman anyway. They regretted ex- 
tremely that Mr. Sherman should think of 
entering this State with a view to winning votes 
fn a National Convention. That was all. Mr. 
Sherman wasa nice man, but the sentiment of the 
State was so overwhelmingly for Blaine that the 
Senator was really making a pitiable exhibition 
of himself. But Mr. Sherman was apparently 
‘well satisfied with the result. He made his 
speech in the presence of as many people as 
could be crammed into the hallof the lower 
house, and at times awakened a good deal of en- 
thusiasm. Considering that the air is not 
eharged with the electricity of a political 
campaign Senator Sherman’s reception was 
mouc warmer. than might have been 
expected. Furthermore he talked to some men 
who from this time on areSherman men through 
thick and thin, and to some others who will 
think a little more seriously over their scheme 
of crowding James G. Blaine on the Republican 


‘arty. 

Senator Sherman, after describing the birth of 
the Republican Party, and referring to its creat 
work in guiding the ship of,State through the 
perils of civil war, paid a tribute to the memory 
of John A. Logan, and then drew a contrast be- 
tween the two great political parties of the day. 

Speaking of the Democratic Party during the 
war, he said: “It gathered in its folds Knights 
of the Golden Circle, the mob rioters of New- 
York and the bounty jumpers and shirks. It 
held treasonable correspondence with rebel 
ewissaries on ourCanadian border and conveyed 
intelligence to the enemy in most critical periods 
of the war. It availeditself of the apathy of 
eritical moments and seized upon the temporary 
advantage caused by the issuing of the procla- 
mation of President Lincoln and the absence of 
our soldiers in the fleld, snatched victories at the 
elections with a view to cripple and weaken 
the Administration, and, next to the armed 
forces under Gen. Lee, was the most 
dangerous enemy cf the Republic during the 
fearful four years’ struggle of our civil war. It 
sought, under thecry of illegal arrests, to make 
a prominent citizen of Ohio, who had incited 
riuts and resistance tothe draft, Governor of 
Ohio. It metin conclave at Chicago when Gen. 
Grant was fighting his way in the Wilderness 
and Gen. Sherman was at the gates of Atlanta, 
and declared the war a failure, demanded peace 
at any terms and a cessation of hostilities, and 
placed upon this platform a Union soldier of 
merit, who promptly aud in emphatic language 
pt his letter of acceptance repudiated the dis- 
oyal position in which the platform sought to 
laee him. I doubt if the civil history of any 
overnment presents a more unpatriotic and 
dishonorable position than that occupied by the 
Northern wing of the Democratic Party during 
the civil war. While patriotic Democrats were 
following the advice of Douglasand the example 
of Logan, and, side by side with the Republican 
hosts, were fighting to preserve the Union, the 
remnant of the Northern Democracy, in posses- 
sion of the party organization, used it practi- 
ealiy in aid of the rebellion. As to the Southern 
wing of the Democratic Party, they at least had 
during the war the courage of their convictions. 
Led by false theories and local pride into armed 
resistance, they did maintain their cause with 
even more than the courage and sacrifices of the 
Loyalists of La Vendee. While aoe yee 
their cause we can respect their fidelity to it an 
the sincerity of their motives.” 

The speaker then described the suppression of 
@ free ballot in the South during the period of 
reconstruction, and continued: ‘* And, fellow- 
citizens, thisis not a thing of the past. It is a 
eontinuing fact. Itis a fact to-day. There is 
not an intelligent man in this broad land of 
either party, who does not know that Mr. Cleve- 
jJand is now President of the United States by 
virtue of crimes against the elective franchise, 
including murder, arson, ballot box stuffing, 
forgery and perjury, but for which James G. 
Blaine would now be in his place. There has 
not been a moment since the adoption of the fif- 
teenth amendment when if there could have 
been a fair election for President, a majority of 

he constitutional voters of at least five of the 
outhern States would not have voted for the 
publican nominee, 

“The poison of the success of these methods has 
already affected the election in some of the great 
tities of the North, especiatily in Chicago and 
Cincinnati, where, under the lead of Mackin and 
Tosney, the criminal classes adopted some of the 
meanest of the crimes to control elections.

“One duty I think the Republican Party has 
not yet performed, and that is that in States 
where it is ascertained that free and orderly 
elections for Senators and Representatives in 
Congress cannot be had, Congress should assert 
and exercise its unquestioned power to regulate 
the times, places, and manner of holding such 
elections. This power is as clearly conferred 
upon Congress as the power to levy taxes or 
make war, and, in al peg ny the time has 
arrived when it should be fully and vigorously 
exercised. This power has been asserted by the 
act of 1866 providing for the election of Sen- 
gtors, and no complaint has ever been made of 
jts constitutionality or ex ediency. It has not 
been exercised asto members of the House of 
Representatives, from the strong desire to avoid 
any interference with popular elections in the 
Brates; but the existence of the power has been 
ptirmed by the Supreme Court of the United 
States in the case ex parte Yarborough and 
others, decided at the October term, 1883. 

“A vital difference between the two great 
parties is shownin their choice of officers and 
agents to conductthe Government. The Repub- 
ican Party cherished with patriotic pride all the 
great achievements of Union soldiers and a}l the 
grand results of the war. Every measure for 
the benefit of Union soldiers received prompt at- 
tention, and a generous system of pensions was 
the work of that party. Union soldiers in every 
yank and condition of life have been preferred 
by the Republican Party for local, State, and 
national offices. Can this be said of the Demo- 
eratic Party? The controlling elements of that 
party look with prejudice upon Union soldiers 


and do not, with rare exceptions, con- 
fer upon them place and power. Ten 
rebel soldiers are appointed to _ office 
to one Union soldier.

chief countries of the world, every one of whom 
cained his distinction ef greater or less degree 
by service in the Confederate army or the 


Contederate cause. Many of those appointed 
in the North were in sympathy with the rebell- 
jon. This is so marked thatevery nation to which 
these gentlemen are accredited may fairly con- 
elude that it was the rebel cause that tri- 
umphed and not the Union cause. Nearly all 
these are of the extreme school of Southern pol- 
itics. Oneof them refused to have his disabili- 
ties removed. Another, on a public holiday, 
when the flag of our country was floating over 
the city of Washington, turned to it and said: 
“How I hate that flag,’ and yet when checked 
ndded, ‘but I would fight for it now.’ The body 
of these men are more fitted torepresent the 
Confederate States than the Union people. I 
bave no wish to discriminate against those who 
™ good faith acquiesced in the results of the 
‘war, but do think it 1s a shame that within 25 
‘ears after the war is over the Democratic Party 
is power should emphasize to all the world their 
Sympathy with the Confederate cause. 
“The President has not been freq from fault 
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in this respect. The biagofhis mind ia shown 
in a recent letter to the-committee who invited 
him to attend the unveiling: of. the- monumert 
erected to the memory of John C. Calhoun.: He 
says he believes ‘it would be well if all he (Cal- 
houn] thought and all he believed and taught, 
and all his aspirations, were better known an 

understood.’ What would Andrew Jackson have 
said to such a sentiment as this if uttered in his 
presence in the name of the Democratic Party ? 

“Nor can it be said of the President that he 
has shown gratitude to the Union Army, or satis- 
faction for the success of the Union cause, or 
sympathy for the men who exposed their lives 
for the preservation of their country. His in- 
numerable vetoes of private pension bills, his 
indifference to the sufterings of invalid and indi- 
gent Union soldiers scattered through the coun- 
try do not indicate that feeling of gratitude 
which I believe is universal among all the loyal 
en od of the United States. The Democratic 

arty, though containing in its ranks many hon- 
orable and patriotic men, is not the representa- 
tive of the loyal element of the country, but is 
confessedly composed of the body of adherents 
to the rebel cause, reinforced by the element we 
thought disloyal in the North and those who fol- 
low blindly. without questioning, the name, 
memories, and aspirations of the Democratic 
Party, and the scattered victims of disappoint- 
ment inevitable in political life.” 

The Senator described the protection policy of 
the Republicans, by means of which, he claimed, 
the industries of the country have been built u 
and fostered, and said: ‘And now, fellow-citi- 
zens, the immediate result of Democratic or 
Confederate ascendency is to bea struggle to 
break down our industrial system. They now 
propose to reduce the duties on articles that we 
can and do now produce, and thus bring our 
skilled artisans into competition with foreigen 
labor that will inevitably reduce the price of do- 
mestic labor. The farmer with wool duty free 
must either kill his sheep or reduce the price of 
his wool, and so with every article of domestic 
production. But even on this policy they cannot 
agree. With exclusive power over revenue bills 
they can agree upon no proposition for the re- 
duction of taxes, while surplus revenue drawn 
from the life blood of the people accumulates in 
the Treasury. But in the end the Confederate 
idea will, as usual, prevail in that party. 


“The President has received great credit in 
certain quarters for the support be has given to 
the civil service law. This law only applies to 
clerical services in the great offices and depart- 
ments of the Government. Now, this is a Re- 
publican measure for which I voted with the 
great body of the Republican members of tho 
Senate and House, and I will join heartily in ap- 
proval in its just and firm enforcement, but now 
an ingenious way has been found substantially 
to get rid of the law by requiring old and experi- 
enced employes, who have become by long train- 
ing invaluable to the public service, to pass a 
school examination to test whether they ought 
to be retained or not. Iam afraid such a test 
would clean out even so excellent a body as the 
Tilinois Legislature. I know it would seriously 
affect many heads of departments. And now it 
1s claimed that under the demands of our Demo- 
cratic friends, hungry and thirsty after a long 
fast, more than four-fifths of Republican officers 
not embraced in the civil service law have been 
changed by the President. When the Senate 
politely asked for the cause of removal, he said, 
as Jack Falstaff did, ‘He would not tell upon 
compulsion.’” 

In conclusion the Speaker said: ‘‘Our adver- 
saries may brood over the dead past and mourn 
the decay of Confederate ideas; but Republicans 
hail with unbounded satisfaction every advance 
of our country in strength and power at home 
and abroad, conscious that this is consistent 
with the full powers of State, county, and local 
sovereignty, reaching to every family and home- 
stead in the land. We brood over no lost cause, 
but look forward hopefully to reap for future 
generations the great benefits conferred by the 
sacrifices and services of our patriot soldiers in 
the preservation of the Union and the abolition 
of slavery. 

“Tt is said that the Republican Party had been 
longin power. Our Democratic friends wanted 
to examine the books. They wanted to turn the 
rascals out. What rascals have they found in? 
What wrong or peculation have they found in 
the books? I can with confidence and pride say 
to you that no administration of this or any Gov- 
ernment has been more free from corruption, 
fraud, or peculation than the Republican Admin- 
istrations from Lincoln to Arthur, both included, 
The Republican Party has justified itself in war 
andin peace. Itis the only party in this coun- 


try that can give you a national, patriot- 
ic, liberty loving, fraud hating, and  busi- 
ness administrations. It enters into 
the lists this year and next year 
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proud of its record, with no apologies to make, 
no crimes to repent of, no people deprived by it 
of their rights. It has stood the test of defeat 
and retirement with unquestioning acquiescence, 
though it was brought about by crime. It has 
fairly treated the Democratic President, who has 
gained public approval only as he has resisted 
his party. It will again appeal to the suffrages 
of the people, asking only an honest vote and a 
fair count, and referring to its record in the 
past as the best evidence it can give that it will 
maintain in the future the honor of our country 
abroad, develop the resources of our peuple at 
home, and secure all, so far as it can, in the 
full and equal.enjoyment of the rights and privi- 
leges of American citizens.” 


SHERMAN ANDTHE LOGAN MEN. 

CHICAGO, June 1.—There were some curi- 
ous features to Senator Sherman’s visit here. Hoe 
arrived in Chicago Sunday night, and not evena 
newspaper reporter met him. On Monday Sen- 
ator Farwell called upon him bright and early, 
and allday long kept him under his wing, and 
only such persons asthe Chicago Senator saw 
fit to admit to his presence reached his Ohio col- 
league. Sunday evening the Union Leagne Club 
gave Senator Sherman a reception. The affair 
was informal to the last degree, and the attend- 
ance was not large. The attentions paid Mr. 
Sherman during his stay here were insignifi- 


cant, but he is expected to return to Chicago 
Thursday, and a public reception will be given 
to him at his hotel on the evening of that day. 

There is good ground for believing that Mr. 
Farwell has concluded to cast his lot with Sen- 
ator Sherman’s fortunes in the campaign for the 
Republican nomination for the Presidency rather 
than with those of Blaine. It 1s furthermore 
apparent that a strong effort is being made to 
turn over to Senator Sherman’s support the 
Logan contingent, and to this plan ‘* Long” 
Jones, Chairman of the Republican State Com- 
mittee and Gen. Logan's devoted friend and 
lieutenant, is committed. It was pointed out in 
a dispatch to THE TIMES from Chicago at the 
time of Blaine’s visit here that the Illinois dele- 
gation to the next Republican Convention 
would have an important influence upon 
Logan men all over the Union for the 
simple reason that should the delegation 
strongly antagonize any one candidate it would 
be taken as an expression of opinion on the part 
of the men most fit to speak for what the dead 
soldier believed and desired. The Logan men do 
not intend that this sentiment for their dead 
chief shall de misunderstood or that it shall not 
be felt. There are some things about Senator 
Sherman which they like, and they are not 
averse to dickering with him anyway. Senator 
Farwell has been left out in the cold in the reor- 
ganization of the Cook County Republican 
machine, which is for Blaine from the bottom 
up, and he finds it for his interest to throw what 
influeuce he possesses toward some candidate 
not backed by the machine. Mr. Farwell has no 
political following, but his position as Senator 
from the State of Illinois gives him a certain 
amount of strength. The Logan contingent fur- 
nishes a nucleus for the anti-Blaine men to rally 
around, and it is to this nucleus that Mr. Farwell 
and Mr. Jones are trying to guide Senator Sher- 
man’s political bark. They are likely to reach 
it, but Senator Cullom and Gov. Oglesby may 
have something to say. The former was not 
consulted about Senator Sherman’s invasion of 
this State, and may resent an Ohio man coming 
here to fish for suckers. 

A number of the Blaine men went to Spring- 
field last night to keep an eye on Senator Sher- 
man andif possible counteract any effect which 
his visit there may have. But avowed Sherman 
men are also on the ground working as though 
the National Convention were to-morrow.

BISHOP POTTER ASKS THE CITY 
FOR AID. 

THE EPISCOPALIANS PROPOSE TO BUILD 
A GREAT TEMPLE WORTHY OF THEIR 
CREED AND THE CITY. 

The organization which was formed 15 
years ago for the erection of a great Protestant 
Episcopal Cathedral in this city has come 
to life again with a better prospect of 
success than ever before. In a letter 
to the citizens of New-York, given below, 
Bishop Potter explains the enterprise as far as 
practicable at present. This letter will shortly 
be supplemented with other communications of 
an official character, including a list of those 
who have already contributed to the fund. 

The organization has a Boara of Trustees 
composed of the following gentlemen: The 
Right Rev. H. ©. Potter, President; George 
Macculloch Miller, Secretary; the Rev. Mor- 
gan Dix, D. D., of Trinity Church; the 
Rev.* William R. Huntington, D. D., of 
Grace Church; the Rev. E. W. Donald, of Ascen- 
sion Church; the Rev. George H, Houghton, D. 
D., of the Church of the Transfiguration; the 
Rev. P. K. Cady, D. D., of Hyde Park, 
N. Y.; the Hon. Hamilton Fish, Stephen 
P. Nash, J. Pierpont Morgan, Corne- 
lius Vanderbilt, William W. Astor, Samuel 
D. Babcock, William Butler Duncan, J. Roose- 
velt Roosevelt, and Richard T. Auchmuty. As- 
sociated and co-operating with the gentlemeu 


named is the Rev. Dr. Nevin, late of St. Paul’s 
Church, Rome, Italy. He was induced to lend 
his aid in reviving the project by the late Cath- 
arine Lorillard Wolfe and returned to America 
for that purpose. 

It is known that several large contributions to 
the building fund have been made, and it is also 
known that the contributions do not all belong 
to the Protestant Episcopal Church. Among 
others who have given $100,000 to the fund is 
D. Willis James, the public-spirited and philan- 
thropic Presbyterian. 

Soon after the charter was obtained there was 
an active movement to give form'and shape to 
the undertaking. A Jarge sum was pledged 
and the site ot the Navorro fiats on Fifty- 
ninth and Fifty-eighth’ streets, between 
Sixth and Seventh avenues, was decided upon. 
The two blocks desired were vacant then and 
the valuation was comparatively low. The 
panic came and there were few of the 
subscribers who escaped; at any rate 
the Cathedral Trustees, appreciating the 
financial condition of their friends, refrained 
from calling for the subscriptions madé in more 
propitious times. Recovery in the commercial 
world was slow, and with the death of almost a 
majority of the Trustees the enterprise lapsed 
into a dormant stage. 

During the last illness of Bishop Horatio Pot- 
ter, father of the present Bishop, the original 
Trustees surviving held a meeting in the room 
of the venerable divine, and the subject 
was partly revived. Miss Wolfe at one 
time contemplated a gift of 1,000,000 
to the funda, and a clause to 
that effect was incorporated in her will. Subse- 
quently she reconsidered her plan, and acting 
under advice, the codicil revoking that particular 
clause was written. It was feared by the Trustees 
that such a munificent gift from one person 
would militate against other subscribers and 
give an undesirable personality to the proposed 
cathedral. Hence the prgmoters do not take 
the view that some might have who read the 
codicil that it was a deplorable loss. On the 
other hand, as intimated, the revocation is re- 
garded by Dr. Nevin as abenefit. The latter 
was a personal friend of Miss Wolfe, and the lady 
is said to have been governed in aconsiderable 
measure by his judgment and advice. 

The new cathedral may be built west of Cen- 
tral Park, but the site is as yet undecided upon. 
One thingis quite certain, two blocks, or 128 
city lots, will be occupied. The style of archi- 


tecture has been considered in a general 
way, but the plan is in such an 
embryotic shape as to be atill a 


matter for future consideration. The land will 
probably cost $500,000, but it is idle specula- 
tion to estimate what will be the cost of the 
cathedral complete. The Trustees rély wholly 
upon gifts and bequests for the means to carry 
ont the terms of their charter. 

Below is given Bishop Potter’s appeal in full: 


To the Citizens of New-York: 

MEN AND BRETHREN: It was the just pride of a 
great Hebrew scholar, apostle, and missionary that 
he was ‘‘a citizen of no mean city,” and it may just- 
ly be the pride of those whose lot is cast.in the met- 
ropolitan city of America that their home has a his- 
tory anda pres not unworthy of their affection- 
ate inigres and devotion. A commercial city in its 
origin and conspicuous characteristics, it has yet 
come to be a centre of letters, of science, and of art. 
Adorned by the palaces of trade, itis not without 
ornament as the’ home of a large-hearted and open- 
handed philanthropy, and as the guardian of noble 
libraries and rare treasures of painting and sculpture, 

More and more are the faces of men and women all 
over this and other lands turned to it.as a city of 
pre-eminent interest and influence, the dwelling 
place of culture, wealth, and of a nation’s best 
thought. Never before in its history was there s0 
cordial an interest in its prosperity and greatness, 
and recent benefactions to literature and art have 
shown, what earlier and scarcely less princely bene- 
factions to science and humanity have proclaimed, 
that its citizens are determined to make it more and 
more worthy of that foremost place and that large 
influence which it is destined to hold and exert. 

Itisin view of these facts that its intluence not 
only in the direction of culture and art, but on the 
side of great moral ideas, becomes of pre-eminent *‘ 
qpnseqguence. It is faith in these rather than wealth 
orculture which has made nations permanently 
gress, and it is where all secular ambitions have 

een dominated by great spiritual ideas, inculcating 
devotion to duty and reverence for eternal right- 
eousness, that civilization has achieved its worthiest 
victories, and that great cities have best taught and 
ennobled ety geen’ 

But great moral and spiritual ideas need to find 
expression and embodiment in visible institutions 
and structures, and it is these which have been in 
allages the nurseries of faith and of reverence for 
the unseen. Amid things transient these have 
taught men to live for things that are permanent, 
and triumphing over decay themselves they have 
kindled in the hearts of humanity a serene patience 
under adversity and an immortal hope in the final 
triumph of God and good. 

Said a teacher of rare insight in another hemi- 
sphere not long ago: ‘‘ What are the remains which 
can “ae in the land of the Cwsars and the 

tolemies? The buildings devoted to the conveni- 
ence of the body are for the most part gone, while 
those that represent ideas of the mind are standing 
yet. The provisions for shelter, the places of trattic, 
the treasuries of wealth, have crumbled into the 
dust with the generations that built and filled them. 
But the temple, answering to the sense of the in- 
finite and holy, the rock-!:ewn sepulchre, where love 
and mystery blended into a twilight of sunrisse— 
these survive the shock of centuries and testify 
that religion and love and honor for the good are 
inextinguishable.” 

For the erection of such a building, worthy of a 
great city, of its accumulated wealth and of its 
large responsibilities, the timé would seem to have 
arrived. No American citizen who has seen in Lon- 
don the throngs, composed of every class and repre- 
senting every interest, that gather in St. Paul’s 
Cathedral and Westminster Abbey, all alike equally 
welc med to services Whose majestic dignity and sim- 

licity impress the coldest spectator, can doubt the 

ufiuence for good of these grand and stately fabrics. 

Offering to all men, of whatever condition or fellow- 
ship, the ministrations of religion in a language un- 
derstood by the common people, bidding to their pul- 
pits the ablest and most honored teachers, free for 
meditation, devotion, or rest at all hours, without 
fee or restriction, they have been a witness to the 
brotherhood of humanity in the bond of the divine 
Nazarene and of the need of the human heart for 
some worth) place and voice for the expression of 
its deepest wants. 

Such a need waits for a more adequate means of ex- 
pression among ourselves. We want—there are 
many who are strongly persuaded—in this great and 
busy centre of a nation’s life a sanctuary worthy of 
a great people’s deepest faith. That trust in God 
which kept alive in our father’s courage, heroism, 
and rectitude needs to-day some nobler visible ex- 
pression—an expression commensurate in one word 
with that material prosperity which we have attained 
as a people owning its Gapentenes upon God and 
upon His blessing on our undertaking. 

Sucha building would meet, moreover, practical 
and urgent demands, 

(a.) It would be the people’s church, in which no 
reserved rights could be bought, hired, or held on 
any pretext whatever. 

(b.) It would be the rightful centre of practical 
philanthropies, having foundations or endowments 
tor the mission work of a great city, anid esp+cially 
for the education of skilled teachers and workers in 
intelligent as well as emotional sympathy with our 
great social problems. 

(c.) It would have a pulpit in which the best 
ber oy within its command from all parts of the 

and and of various schools of thought would have a 
place and opportunity, thus bringing the people ofa 
great netropolis into touch with the strongest and 
most helpful minds of the age, and affording pres- 
eptations of truth wider and larger than those of 
any individual teacher. 

(d.) It would be the fitting shrine of memorials of 
our honored dead, the heroes, leaders, and helpers 
whose vames have adorned the annals of our coun- 
try, and whose monuments would vividly recall 
their virtues and services, 


(e.) And finally, it would tell to all men every- 
where that “ the life is more than meat ani the body 
than raiment,” that man is, after all, a child needing 
guidance, comfort, and pardon,and that he best 
lives here who lives in the inspiration of an unseen 
leader and of an immortal hope. 

In commending this undertaking to my fellow- 
citizens I need only add that it has originated in no 
personal wish or desire of my own, and that it has 
enlisted the sympathies of many not of the commun- 
ion of which Lama minister. These, with others, 
have long believed, and stand ready. some of them, 
to show their faith by their works, thatin a material 
age there is especial need in this great city of some 
commandiug witness to faithin the unseen and to 
the great fundamental truths of the religion of Jesus 
Christ. 

Sucha building would of necessity, under our 
present condition, require to be administered by the 


church under whose control it would be reared, but 
its welcome would be for allmen of whatsoever fel- 
lowship, and its influence would be feltin the inter- 
ests of our common Christianity throughout the 
whole land. It would be the symbol of no foreign 
sovereignty. whether in the domain of faith or 
morals, but the exponent of those great religious 
ideas in which the foundations of the Republic were 
laid, and of which our open Bible, our Family life, 
our language, and our best literature are the ex- 
pressions. 

As such I venture to ask for this enterprise the 
co-operation of those to whom these words aread- 
dressed. A native of the State of New-York, and 
for nearly 20 years a citizen of its chief city, I own 
to an affection for it, atonce deepand ardent. An 
ecclesiastic by protession, I have nevertheless, I 
hope, shown myself not indifferent to interests 
other than those which are merely ecclesiastical in 
their character and aims; and it 1s certainly not the 
mere aggrandizement of the church whose servant I 
am of which Iam here soliciteus. There is a larger 


fellowship than any that is only ecclesiastical, and 
one which, as I believe, such an undertaking as I 
have here sketched would pre-eminently serve. AS 
such I earnestly commend it to all those to whom 
these words may come.

THE BIG VANDALIA DEAL. 

INDIANAPOLIS, June 1.—Although the ne- 
gotiations between the Ives-Staynor syndicate 
and Mr. MeKeen, owner of the Vandalia, are 
not yet completed, it is evident that they are 
expected to be concluded soon, and the impor- 
tant link in the Pennsylvania system will pass 
into the control of the Baltimore and Ohio. The 
Ives-Staynor people some weeks ago were in 
the city. They madea trip over the Vandalia, 
which excited remark at the time, but no one 
supposed that so audacious a scheme as the 
bearding of the Pennsylvania in its stronghold 


was contemplated. It was on this trip, how- 
ever, that Mr. Henry 8. Ives secured from Mr. 
McKeen the supposed option on the road. 

The line known as the Vandalia comprises the 
Terre Haute and Indianapolis, extending from 
this city to the Indiana State line, a distance of 
79 miles; the St. Louis, Vandalia and Terre 
Haute extending from the terminus of the Terre 
Haute and Indianapolis to East St. Louis, a dis- 
tanceof 158 miies; the Terre Haute and Logans- 
port, comprising 182 miles of road, and 34 miles 








of coal roads in this State. The Terre 
Haute and “Indianapolis is the lessee 
of all the other lines named. except 


the coal roads, which it owns. In conjunction 
with the St. Louis, Vandalia and Terre Haute 
the Terre Haute and Indianapolis forms the 
short route from Indianapolis to 8t. Louis. It 
leases the 8t. Louis, Vandalia and Terre Haute, 
on account of itself, the Pan Handle interests 
paying 30 ver cent. of the gross earnings and 
guaranteeing dome with the Pan Handle the 
interest on the first mortgage bonds and on 
$1,600,000 of the second mortgage bonds. 

The Pan Handle guarantee is further guar- 
anteed by the Pennsylvania Company, avd in 
this the Pennsylvania peoplé*have been credited 
with having a secure hold on the ope . Be 
sides being the Pennsylvania’s St. Louis line, the 
Vandalia has a traffic agreement with the Big 
Four, by which through cars are run from Cin- 
cinnati, via Indianapolis and the Vandalia, to 
St. Louis. If the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Day- 
ton syndicate has become the controller.fits com- 
petitor, the Big Four, will have to look else- 
where for St. Louis service. 

The purchase poeren | A will widen the 
breach between the Ohio and Mississippi and the 
Baltimore and Onio, as it means that the latter 
will hereafter reach St. Louis over its own lines, 
The lease of the St. Louis, Vandalia and Terre 
Haute to the Terre Haute and Indianopolis is 
for 999 years, and the purchase of the latter of 
course carries the leased lines with it. The 
company operating the Vandalia has always de- 
clared liberal dividends. Since 1853 the divi- 
dends have ranged from 6 to 12 per cent. 

Arailroad man of oa eo apettg suggests that 
the Baltimore and Ohio has now reached a posi- 
tion whereby it is able to dictate terms to the 
Pennsylvania in the matter of securing a perma- 
nent line from Philadelphia to New-York.

AFFAIRS AT THE CAPITAL 


THE OVERWORKED JUSTICES 
OF THE SUPREME COUR1. 
JUSTICE WOODS'S DEATH CAUSED BY 

HIS LABORS—THE NEED OF RELIEF 

—THE OLD HUNGERFORD CLAIM. 

WASHINGTON, June 1.—In all the specula- 
tion as to the probable successor to Judge Woods 
as Associate Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
United States scare-ly a passing comment has 
been made upon the cause which undoubtedly 
hastened his death, namely, overwork. Almost 
every other department of the Government has 
expanded with the increased demands upon it. 
The Supreme Court for nearly a quarter of a 
century has received no relief by legislation. 
With the growing necessities of the pub- 
lic service public buildings more or less 
adapted to the growing requirements of the 
Government have been erected all over the city. 
The Supreme Court alone has been left to con- 
tend with the increased business necessarily 
imposed upon it without any relief from legis- 
lation. That relief could easily be afforded. 


The measure introduced in the Senate by the 
late David Davis, of Illinois, himself so well 
acquainted with the needs of the court by per- 
sonal experience, would have lightened the bur- 
den very materially. Any measure providing 
an intermediary court to try cases which prop- 
erly should never be brought before the Supreme 
Court for adjudication would be of great ad- 
vantage tothe country at large: Fully two- 
thirds of the business now brought before the 
Supreme Court isofsuch a character thatit 
should never engage the attention of a national 
tribunal. 

Year by year the volume of business accumnu- 
lating on the docket increases. Chief-Justice 
Waite set himeelf to work to prevent any 
arrears of business. The result was an enforced 
absence of several months and & narrow escape 
from softening of the brain. Justice Woods 
eagerly accepted the responsibility of framing 
the opinion upon any§question which the Jus- 
tices in their private council chamber referred 
tohim. He attempted, with atl the pluck and 
energy which characterized his career, to carry 
out the work he put before himself, but the 
effort was too wuch for his strength, and he 
succumbed and died in the prime of his powers. 
At the adjournment of the court until the Octo- 
ber recess on Friday last there were pending for 
adjudication nearly 300 more cases than were 
standing over at the same time last year. The 
arrearages are all the time increasing, Fully 50 
per cent. of the cases on the docket have been 
placed there on technicalities only and involve 
no great national issues. All these could 
be easily me ag of by an intermediate 
court of appeal, but jealousy of increasing or 
diminishing the political patronage of the party 
in power has hitherto preveuted action, which, 
however, cannot much longer be delayed. Judge 
Woods’s death, the partial physical breakdown 
of Chief Justice Waite, and the hopeless confu- 
sion into which the business before the court is 
falling will, itis thought, force some relief from 
the next Congress, which is so evenly balanced 
politically that some measure of even-handed 
justice can reasonably be expected of it. 





The adjournment of “the Mexican Congress 
yesterday without action on the pending postal 
convention entered into by Postmaster-General 
Vilas and Mr. Romero, with the informal ap- 


proval of President Cleveland, reducing the post- - 


age between the United States and Mexico from 
5 cents to 2 cents, may ma nad be construed as 
a return shot by Mexico for the fallure of our 
Congress to ratify by appropriate legislation the 
long pending Mexican Lament & It was expected 
that very great commercial advantages would 
result from the establishment of a 2-cent postage 
communication with Mexico, especially as most 
of the leading cities of that country are now 
opened up by railroads to rapid intercourse, 
This hope is now deferred for a time. 


Chief Engineer George W. Melville, of the 
navy, arrived here to-day with the completed 
plans for the machinery of the Newark and two 


19-knot vessels and two gunboats. Mt. Melville 
has accomplished this work in less than two 
weeks. The Bureau of Steam Engineering could 
not promise to have the plans ready by the 1st 
of June, the date upon which the Secretary 
had promised the contractors copies of plans 
and specifications, The Secretary then took the 
matter out of the hands of the bureau and called 
on Melville, who has completed the work in the 
time specified. . 
* 

The accounting officers of the Treasury have 
again heard from the celebrated Hungerford 
claim, and are expecting a fusillade of interest- 


ing arguments and testimony. The claim as 
now yeep is for $230,000, less the $75,000 
which was paid to the claimant’s attorneys by 
ex-Secretary Robeson on July 14, 1871. Upon 
the payment of this sum the attorneys gave the 
Secretary a receiptin full of all claims against 
the Government on,» account of the seiz- 
ure of Hungerford’s property. The property 
consisted of buildings, machirery, iron, lumber, 
and jaterials of various kinds used in the man- 
ufacture of machinery, cotton gins, &c., by the 
claimant in Memphis, Tenn. It was seized by 
the United States on Dec. 7, 1862. A portion of 
it was removed to Mound City, Ill. The removed 
portion was all that the Government paid for, 
and when Hungerford bebe wecr for the reopen- 
ing of the case,so that he might recover the esti- 
mated value of the property used and destroyed 
at Memphis, Secretary Robeson admitted that an 
injustice had been done the claimant in the for- 
mer settlement, but, owing to the fact that the 
receipt in full was on filein the Navy Depart- 
ment, hedid not feel authorized to reopen the 
case. An investigation of the claim was also 
made by Congress, but no relief was granted the 
claimant. Theclaimant, Fayette Hungerford, is 
residing in Rochester, N. Y., and is said to bein 
need. It is also said that he paid the greater 
part of the $75,000 recovered from the Govern- 
ment to his attorneys, and the small amount 
which finally reached him has since been ex- 
pended in fruitless attempts to get the balance 
of the indemnity he considers himself entitled to. 


Mr. Hyatt, the new Treasurer of the United 
States, made an unfortunate innovation upon 
the eareful business methods which have char- 


acterized his predecessors by permitting the in- 
terest checks issued by him to-day to go out 
without his autograph signature, the checks 
being stamped by a fac similé rubber 
representation of his signature. Treasurer’s 
checks are about the only documents em- 
anating from the accounting or disburs- 
ing officers of the department which have 
not such a multiplicity of initials and signs to 
countersign upon them as to make their forgery 
a practical impossibility. If a stamped signa- 
ture should be accepted as valid upon a Treasur- 
er’s check a wide gateway to fraud would be 
opened. Itis stated that Mr. Hyatt pleads pres- 
sure of business and lack of time as a reason for 
his adopting the stamping process, and that it 
will not be repeated. 


A very large number of adventurous young 
people in the District of Columbia and in the ad- 
jacent counties of Maryland and Virginia have 


undertaken to celebrate the first anniversary of 
President Cleveland’s wedding by taking out li- 
censes on their own account for to-morrow, 
June 2.

The Inter-State Commission to-day received 

the answer of the New-York, Ontario and Wést- 


ern Railroad Company to the complaint of Na- 
thaniel W. Howell and others, that the rates 
charged for the transportation of milk from 
Orange County to Jersey City are unreasonable 
and upjust. The answer makes a general denial 
of the charge of the complaint, and fur- 
thermore denies that the company trans- 
ports milk at any less rate for any 
one person, company, or corporation than 
for another, or that it subjects any particular 
person, corporation, or locality to any undue 
prejudice or disadvantage, or that 16 gives any 
special rate to any shipperof milk. Mr. J. W. 
Bryant, of New-Orleans, appeared before the 
commission to-day and, representing the steam- 
boat interests of the Mississippi River, denied 
the statement of the railroad representatives 
that they were forced to cut rates at all points 
where water competition existed. He saia that, 
on the contrary, the steamboat companies were 
obliged to cnt rates to meet reductions by the 
railroads. Tariffs and affidavits were submitted 
by Mr. bryant to substantiate his statements. 


Controller Butler, of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, in auditing the accounts of the Super- 


inutendent of the Naval Academy, has dis- 
allowed all items of expenditure for whisky, 
brandy, and other intoxicating liquors furnished 
the members of the annual Board of Visitors. 
This disallowance will be a hardship to the Su- 
perintendent, who has been required by the 
Board of Visitors to furnish these luxuries, 
and who will have to suffer a loss of from 
$300 to $500 on last year’s account if 
Congress does not come to his relief.

DEFYING THE HOME CLUB. 


THE EXPELLED KNIGHTS WILL NOT 
GIVE UP THEIR CHARTER. 


The action of the General Executive 
Board of the Knights of Labor in revoking the 
charters of District Assembly No. 126 and of 
the local assemblies attached to it has been 
much commented upon in knightly circles. 
Several who claim a thorough knowledge of 
the organization’s laws deny the right of 


the Executive Board to expel any district or 
local assembly, and most of the Knights not 
numbered among the adherents and admirsrs of 
the Home Club denounce as an outrage the ac- 
tion of the board in summarily thrusting out of 
the foldsome 10,000 members, Should the board 
possess such power the Knights say it should be 
taken away. 

John Morrison, Master Workman cf Assembly 
No. 126, in talking over the matter last evening, 
said that the so-called revokation of the char- 
ters would not interfere with the assembly or its 
locals as Knights of Labor. They would quietly 
ne on working as usual, and would appeal 
their case to the General Assemby, where they 
believed justice would be done them. The Gen- 
eral Executive Board, Mr. Morrison declared, 
could —, suspend districts and assemblies, 
but it had no power to revoke their charters. 
Such power was vested only in the General As- 
sembly itself, us was plainly stated in every 
charter. 

Should the General Executive Board ask for 
the return of the charters it would be politely 
informed that they would not be forwarded. Tho 
operatives in the carpet industry throughout the 
country stood as a unit upon this question. The 
persecution by No. 49 and by the General Exec- 
utive Board had not injured the assembly, for its 
membership had increased 12 per cent. within 
the past three months. The locals attached to 
No. 126 were at peace with all the manufactur- 
ers and had agreements with most of them. 

Mr. Morrison added that perhaps the public 
did not know why the Exeoutive Board defend- 
ed the enemies of organized labor and neglected 
the interests of those who were faithful to the 
order and tried toinjure them. The reason was 
that tNere is a powerful opposition in the order 
to the present administration, caused by the fact 
that the administration ignores the constitution, 
rides roughshod over all law, and pays 
no attention whatever to the principles of the 
order. No. 126 was leader in this opposition 
and had the courage to maintain its rights. Mr. 
Morrison saia he himself was hated by the Gen- 
eral Executive Board because he exposed some 
of the officials to the members of the order. He 
thought that Messrs, Powderly, Bailley, and 
seg associates would hear from No. 126 before

RETRENCHMENT AND ‘REFORM CARRY’ 
THE DAY AFTER A BITTER STRUG~ 
GLE BY THE: CONSERVATIVES. 

The question of general retrenchment in 
expenses and business, including several radical 
changes in method of administration, which 
‘were recommended in a report py a special com- 
mittee at the annual meeting, came vefore the 
American Tract Society yesterday at its ad- 
adjourned meeting held in the lecture room of 
the Madison-Square Prestiyterian Church. 

Since the annual meeting the society has been 
torn by the contending of radical and conserva- 
tive factions. Considerable feeling has been 
manifested, especially on the part of those who 
had been closely connected with the manage- 
ment of the society and consider that a revolu- 
tion in the old order of things would be a re- 
proach tothem and their methods. Yesterday 
these two factions metin open meeting and the 
debate was exciting and bitter. Judge William 
L. Strong, D. D., LL. D., presided, and by his im- 
partial rulings did much toward peacemaking. 

As soon as the meeting opened and the report 
of the committee had been placed before the 


house Dr. Crosby rose and urged that the con- 
sideration of the recommendations be laid over 
until Wednesday, Nov. 2. These recommenda- 
tions, he said, involved the transfer of the re- 
sponsibility for the society’s management to an 
executive committee; the separation of the 
affairs of the business department from those 
of the benevolent department; the exact defini- 
tion of duties of the Financial, Corresponding, 
and Publishing Secretarics; the sale of the tract 
house and closing of the eee A the suspen- 
sion of the publication of the Illustrated Ohris- 
tian Weekly, and otner minor changes in the 
methods of the society. Dr. Crosby thought 
that such radical measures needed longer con- 
sideration. His motion for postponement was, 
however, tabled. 

The Hon. Nathaniel Shipman, Chairman of 
the special committee, then moved to consider 
the report seriatim, and his motion was passed. 
He then soprano the purport of the first six 
recommendations and said; “These are most 
important, as they separate the fields of the 
benevolent and the business portions of the 
society’s work, thus preventing the squander- 
ing of the moneys of either branch by the other.” 
He then moved that these six sections be ap- 
proved. 

Dr. Crosby moved to postpone the considera- 
tion of these six sections until November. The 
motion was tabled. Then followed a protracted 
debate on the merits of the report, in which Dr. 
Crosby, Dr. Thomas, Vice-Chancellor Mac- 
Cracken, Dr. Chambers, Mr. Sprague, and Mr. 
Frazier, of the Finance Committee, took part. 

Dr. MacCracken said: ‘‘ The conclusions the 
committee came to were strictly from their be- 
Nef of what was the best for the society and not 
from any personal feeling whatsoever. The re- 
mark of a member of the old Executive Com- 
mittee—Dr. Thomas—that he knew nothing of 
any loss in the business department showed 
lack of information, indicating that the Execu- 
tive Committee at present is not effective in its 
relation to the society. For,if we go backadozen 

ears we will finda large cng nacey toe of the cap- 

tal stock. Besides pledges have been made that 
are unfulfilled. If there is anything to which I 
am sensitive inthe management of any public 
society 1t is the non-fulfillment of pledges. You 
will find in certain circulars of the society the 
announcement that ‘the publishing department 
notonly meets all its own expenses but also 
meets allthe expense of dispensing donations 
which it way receive.’ But from figures shown 
cur committee this certainly does not appear to 
be the case. We ought to make somebody re- 
sponsibie for the fulfillment of these promises.” 

Mr. Frazier, of the Finance Committee, spoke 
most forcibly. ‘ I cannot sit here,” he said, 
“and listen to the traducing of members of the 
Executive Committee. Suchjthings have been 
said and insinuated that I can only give the one 
who > them the credit of knowing very 
little about it. It has not been openly declared, 
but it has been hinted at, that in some myster- 
ious way, not perhaps by fraud, but by methods 
at any rate tantamount to fraud, the business of 
this society hasbeen injured. Iam aware that 
certain occult influences have been at work. I 
know that the insinuation has been made that 
the accounts have been crooked. I spurn this ac- 
cusation! The statements of the gentleman 
would lead one'to suppose that the Financial 
Secretary had charge of publishing and print- 
mg. Itis not so.”

‘Dracken’s statement is not correct as to the de- 
‘trease.in the amount of the society’s stock ?’’

Then, 
after more debate, during which a motion to re- 
commit made by the venerable Dr. Cuyler was 
lost, the original motion of Mr. Shipman was 
carried, and the first six recommendations of 
the committee were approved. The approval of 
the remainder then followed, although more 
feeling was aroused by the section abolishing 
the lilustrated Christian Weekty. 

The contest being over the following changes 
were made in the Directors’ which will, under the 
amendment of the constitution recommended, 
be called the Board of Managers: As Vice 
President—Martin B. Anderson, the Rev. Joachim 
Elmendorf, the Rey. Dr. H. M. MacCracken, 
William Ives Washburn, Dr. Cornelius R. Ag- 
new, and the Rev. J. R. Duryea. The board 
elected as Executive Committee, to whom the 
management of the society will hereafter be 
directly intrusted, the Rev. Dr. William M. Tay- 
lor, the Rev. Dr. J. B. Thomas, the Rev. Dr. W.

Martine and Mr. Parsons stated that unless 
something developed in the meantime, the 11 
men in the box would content them. 

The formalities in selecting jurors are not con- 
fined to the courtroom. Every man’s antece- 
dents, habits, and methods of conducting his 
daily affairs are looked into by agents. The 
fullest legitimate knowledge it is possible to ob- 
tain is naturally desired by counsel, and their 
researches some times develop causes for per- 


emptory challenges that do not appear in the ex- 
amination, 


The first jaror obtained yesterday filled the 
eighth seat. His nama is Frederick McLewee, 


dealer in fixtures, at 7 West Fourth-street. He 
is intelligent and in all ways acceptable so far 
as the examination revealed. 

Mr. Parsons then announced that by agree- 
ment Mr. Caldwell, the fifth juror, would be ex- 
cused. Mr. Caldwell departed with a pleased 
and toothsome siuile, 

The inquiry intu the state of mind of Edward 
J. Siebert, an electrician, progressed for a loug 
time with cumulative satisfaction. It finally 
developed, however, that he was intimtely ac- 
quainted with Henry A. Richmon. one of the 
indicted Aldermen.

HE TREATS OF POOL ROOMS, CENTRAL 
PARK, AND THE FIRE BOARD. 

Mayor Hewitt yesterday made public a 
communication which he had sent to President 
stephen B. French, of the Police Board. In it 
he said that under the new law known as the 
Ives Pool bill, the suppression of places where 
the unauthorized sale of pools goes on is specif- 
ically confided to the police. “If they are al- 
lowed to continue business,” says the Mayor, 
“the impression which now prevails that their 
operations are carried on With the connivance 
and under the protection of the police will be 
confirmed. I ask you, therefore, to use the 


utmost diligence in causing these places, if they 
exist, to be closed up at once, and to remaip 
closed ‘as tight as a drum.’” 
Another letter, written by the Mayor yester- 
day, was as follows: 
NEW-YORK, Junel, 1887. 
Gen. Louis Fitzgerald: 


MY DEAR GENERAL: When Gov. Hill was in town 
I called upon bim to express the general feeling of op- 
position which existsinthis city to the proposed 
use of Central Park as a parade ground for your 
brigade. He informed me that his favorable opinion 
of the bill was due to the fact that it was supposed 
to be in accordance with the wishes of the officers of 
the brigade. AsI had noinformation on this sub- 
ject I couldonly say that I would communicate 
with you with a view of obtaining a definite ex- 
pression of opinion on your part as to the pro- 
priety of using “the pleasure ground” of our 
tellow-citizens for military purposes. I shall be 
very glad indeed to be able to say to the Governor 
that the brigade does not wish to oppose the general 
desire of the citizens that the Central Park shail be 
preserved from injury and positive desecration by 
its use for other purposes than those for which it 
has been laidout and brought toits present degree 
of perfection. I count upon your aid in this matter, 
because, as you know, ample provision will be made 
at the Van Cortlandt Park for military parades, I 
think you would join with me in regretting that the 

ood feeling which now exists between the people of 
New-York, as pte by the City Government, 
and the National Guard should be disturbed by any 
movement on their part which is in opposition to the 
public sentiment.

GEN. CUTTING EXPLAINS 
HOW THE PROCEEDS OF HIS FATHER’S 
ESTATE WERE DIVIDED. 

Gen. William Cutting was under exami- 
nation again before Referee Hamilton Cole yes- 
terday upon his accounts as Executor of 
the estate of Francis B. Cutting, his father. He 
identified the schedules he filed with the Referee, 
under order of the Supreme Court, containing a 


statement of all the assets remaining of the 
estate on Jan. 13, 1886. 

He said the furniture at 8 East Twenty-third- 
street had been sold at auction and he re- 
ceived the proceeds. The amount he could not 


remember. Of the $36,201 75 on deposit he 
said,“Why, you have divided it allup among your- 
selves.” The money had been awarded to the at- 
torneys ofthe other heirs for their services. Under 
the agreement of Dec. 10, 1886, by which the re- 
maining personalty in his possession was to be 
transferred to the other heirs, he said that a 
lot of mortgages and of stock in the Iron Duke 
Mine Company, the Farmers’ Loan and Trust 
Company, and the Phenix National Bank had 
been co transferred. The railroad properties in 
Indiana were sola on Aug. 25, 1881, for 2,000 
bonds of the Wabash, St. Louis and Pacitic 
Railroad, worth $2,000,000. Of these 1,300 
were turned over to the Farmers’ Loan and 
Trust Company, and have since been sold and 
the proceeds divided among the other heirs. 





The other 700 bonds he _ considered his 
own. He sold them on the day he 
got them and_ deposited the $700,000 


obtained in the Phenix National Bank to the 
credit of William Cutting, Executor. On_ the 
same day he loaned out of this $300,000 to J. B. 
Colgate & Co., $170,000 to the Farmers’ Loan 
and Trust Company, and to himself he paid by 
check $200,000. On Dec. 5, 1881, J. B. Colgate 
& Co, returned to him $202,833 33, being two- 
thirds of their loan and accrued interest. On 
the same day he loaned R. L, Cutting, Jr., & Co. 
$200,000 at 6 percent. The latter firm had re- 
paid all he loaned them, but he admitted that it 
never got back into the funds of tne estate in his 
possession. The Farmers’ Loan and Trust Com- 

any repaid their loan on Dec. 16, 1881, with 
F1,600 ofaccrued interest,and on the same day he 
loaned R. L. Cutting, Jr., & Co., and Lee, War- 
ren & Co., $100,000 each. These loans were 
made as Executor, and for them he drew his 
checks upon the Phenix National Bank. On 
Sept. 12, 1882, J. B. Colgate & Co. repaid the 
remaining $100,000 with interest, which, upon 
the same day, he paid out to Lee, Ryan & War- 
ren as a loan from the estate. The books of the 
estate show that Gen. Cutting received interest 
on these loans: until Aug. 25,1885. The books 
do not show that the sums were returned to the 
Executor or in any way transferred to his per- 
sonal account. 

Franklin Bartlett, counsel for Lydia 8. Cut- 
ting, the actual plaintiff in these proceedings, 
said he would present his objections to the ac- 
count at the next hearing. Mr. Cadwalader, 
representing the other heirs, had only a few 
questions to ask and he would then also present 
his objections. When these are filed the Execu- 
tor will be allowed to explain them if he can, 
When he shall have done so, the taking of testi- 
mony will be complete and the Referee will ren- 
der judgment for the alleged deficiency in the 
assets of about $500,000.

ALL THE LARGE CITIES REPRESENTED 
AMONG THE BUYERS. 

Wilmerding, Hoguet & Co., of 64 and 66 
White-street, yesterday conducted a peremptory 
trade package sale of flannels by order of Faulk- 
ner, Page & Co. It was oneof the largest ever 
held in the city. When little John Currie Wil- 
merding climbed upon the auction stool at 10

A DELICATE PROBLEM. 
OPINIONS AS TO MISS MAUD HARRISON’S 
AGE SEEM VARIED. 

Miss Maud Harrison has at last adorned 
her artistic career with a suit at law, and her 
case is of even more interest than the sensa- 
tional litigation with which her sister-actresses, 
Lillian Russell, Lilian Olcott, Mrs. Langtry, 
and innumerable others, have been favored.

THE DEATH PENALTY PAID. 

George Disque, the Hoboken wife mur- 
derer, was hanged in the Hudson County Jail, 
on Jersey City Heights, yesterday morning. He 
preserved his equanimity to the last. He at first 
declared that he would sit up all the night pre- 
ceding; but, atthe request of the Rev. Mr. Meury, 
at 1 o’clock in the morning, he went to his cot 


and within five minutes he had fallen asleep. 
He slept soundly, without any apparent dis- 
turbance, until about 4:30 o’clock. The Rev. 
Mr. Meury remained with Disque from 8 o’ciock 
totheend. He was accompanied by the Rev. P. 
A. Schwartz. 

Soon after 10 o’clock the deputies appointed 
by the Sheriff and the court met in the Sherift’s 
office and marched to the jail. The death war- 
rant was read, and Disque’s arms were pinioned, 
the black cap adjusted, and the noose placed 
around his neck. Constables walked on either 
side of Disque, but he marched to the gallows 
with a firm tread and needed no support.

“HOW JERSEY CITY’S DEMOCRATIC , AL- |, 


DERMEN DEFEAT'AN ELECTION. | 

The Democratic. Aldermen? of Jersey City’ 
are playing a sharp game to secure time to bring 
a bolting Democrat back into the ranks.. The 
board has made four attempts to elect a Presi- 
dent, and has taken about 180 ballots. It stands’ 
six Democrats, five Republicans, and one Inde- 
pendent: The Independent is Alderman Max 


Salinger, of the Fifth District. In that 
district Mr. Cator, who has been Re 
publican and Democrat, Free Rum and 


Prohibition, Anti-Monopoly and otherwise, as 
the humor seized him, was nominated by all the 
parties for Alderman last Spring. During the 
campaign of three days he abused the Demo- 


cratic Party at a Republican meeting and the 
Republican Party at a Democratic meeting, and 
both ata Labor meeting. Two cove before the 
election men of both parties put . Salinger in 
the field. Mr. Salinger isa Democrat, and the 
Fifth District is strongly Republican, but Salin- 
ger won by a handsome majority. 

The Republican Aldermen took up Mr. Salinger 
as their candidate for President. The Democrats 
opposed him with Alderman O’Rourke, who was 
President last year. The vote for many ballots 
stood 6 for O’Rourke, 5 for Salinger, and one 
blank, cast by Mr. Salinger. At the meeting of 
Tuesday of last week, on the one hundred and 
sixty-sixth ballot, the 12 ballots were thrown on 
the table by Aldermen Davis, Democrat, and 
Schultz, Republican, who were tellers. Mr. 
Schultz noticed several printed ballots bearing 
Salinger’s name and one with his name writ- 
ten upon it. He called the names on the 
ballots and handed them over to Alderman 
Davis, while City Clerk Scott made the tally. 
When all had been announced Mr. Scott handed 
his book to Mr. Davis to have the vote an- 
nounced. There were only 11 votes recorded—6 
for Salinger and 5 for O’Rourke. Then Mr. 
Schultz declared that Davis had thimble-rigged 
the written Salinger ballot, which would have 
elected Salinger, out of the count. It was evi- 
dent that by an arranged coincidence Alderman 
Salinger had voted for himself at the same time 
one of the Democratic Aldermen had changed 
from O'Rourke to him. Fraud was charged, but 
an adjournment was sprung, and the meeting 
broke up until Tuesday night. 

Current rumor linked Alderman Elliott’s name 
with the additional Salinger ballot, and all the 
week the Democrats labored to bring him back. 
On Tuesday night they had not succeeded, and it 
seemed as if nothing could prevent Salinger’s 
election. The Democrats were equal to the 
emergency, however, and they defeated an elec- 
tion by stuffing the ballot box each time it was 
passed around for votes. At one ballot 14 votes 
turned up on the tellers’ table. Three times 13 
ballots represented the 12 Aldermen. In the 
midst of the excitement a motion to adjourn was 
sprung again and declared carried, and the Dem- 
ocrats secured another week in which to labor 
with Elliott.

THE CREDITORS READY TO GIVE ITS 
PROJECTORS MORE TIME. 

The creditors of the Asbury Park Grand 
Opera House Company met the Directors of 
that company at the Astor House last evening. 
The meeting was a harmonious one. A majority 
of the creditors voted to extend the time for 
paying their claims in order to give the com- 
pany an opportunity to meet its obligations. 
Some of the creditors oftered to furnish further 
material for completing the building. The Di- 
rectors asserted that there were no factions in 
the company, and that when finished the opera 
house would yield an income of $6,000. The 
mortgages on the building, they said, amounted 
to about $20,000. 

The theatre in question 1s to be the largest and 
best fitted place of amusement on the New- 
Jersey coast and will cost about $35,000. Frank 
Patterson, who is now im jail at Newark await- 
ing the action of the Essex County Grand Jury 
= two charges of forgery, was the originator 
of the project, and when arrested was the man- 
ager or Superintendent. James Campbell, a 


stockholder, and also a creditor of the company 
is now in charge. 

A few days ago the Board of Directors select- 
ed Mark Davis, who was several years identified 
with the management of the Park Theatre and 
Grand Opera House at Newark, as the manager. 
Mr. Davis demanded the keys of the theatre yes- 
terday morning. Mr. Campbell claimed that the 
election of Mr. Davis was illegal, and refused to 
give up the keys. He also threatened that, in 
case Mr. Davis made any attempt to secure pos- 
session, he would haye him taken into custody. 
Macknet & Felsberg, plumbers, of Newark, have 
a claim of about $1,300 against the house. They
